Washington, February 3.—(Special.) 
Senator Robert M. La Follette has ap- 
parently suffered a complete nervous 
breakdown. Following his sensationa! 
address at Philadelphia last night be- 
fore the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ Association, In which he roasted 
the newspapers of the country and 
lauded the magazines,and madeatrag- 
edy of that feast, Mr. La Follette was 
brought to Washington and went to 
Providence hospital. 

His young daughter was operated 
upon at the hospital this afternoon. 
and it is said her illness, combined 
with the strain of his work in the sen- 
ate and his campaign tours in the in- 
terest of his candidacy for the presi- 
dential nomination, has made heavy 
inroads upon h great mental and 
physical resourc@®s. It was stated at 
Senator La Follette’s house tonight 
that he would be all right in a few 
days. Only the most meager informa- 
tion was obtained, however, as to the 
nature of his attack. — | 

La Follette Doesn’t Drink. 

Friends of Senator La Follette whw 
heard his address this morning he be- 
gun at midnight and did not conclude 
until after 2 o’clock, were embarrasse:l 
and mortified at his sensational utter- 
ances, They insist that the insurgent 
leader was not in his usual form. Mr. 
La Follette is not given to indulgence 
in alcohol. 

Persons who were present at ths 
dinner in Philadelphia last night said 
that Senator La Follette was hootel 
and hiesed almost continuously dur- 
ing the last hour of his speech. This 
did not deter him. He spoke with ex- 
treme deliberation. At times he would 
‘run both hands through his bushy hair 
and wait for a half a minute before 
uttering the next word.

Deal Completed in New York.

The senator and the former 
president did not actually meet; but 
Pinchot, it was declared, talked to one 
and then to the other, and took to 
Colonel Roosevelt the final promise of 
the senator.

Colonel Constantine M. Perkins has 
won his case. The secretary of the navy 
and the commandant of the marine 
corps have united in the decision that

tiring board has no standing in law.

The physician said in his opinion the 
package was an infernal machine. I« 
contained a number of small dry cell 
batteries, one of which was driven 
into the woman's breast near her 
heart. Some of the batteries buried 
themselves in the wails and ceilings 
of the room, while fragments were 
blown through the windows so cleanly 
that the glass was not splintered. 

After severa} hours of secret inves- 
tigation,. detectives arrested Charles 
M. Dickinson, who said he was an em- 
ployee of a motor company, and held 
him on a technical charge of homi- 
cide for examination Monday morning.

Washington, February %.—A _ night 
session which the senate Lorimer com- 
mittee was holding came to a sensa- 
tional close this evening when its of- 
ficial stenographer Milton Blumenberg, 
was adjudged in contempt for ordering 
his stenographers to cease work. Blu- 
menberg was placed in custody of the 
senate sergeant-at-arms for production 
before the committee Monday. 

This was preceded by a dramatic 
denunciation from Blumenberg of the 
stenographic notes made by J. E. 
Sheridan, then on the witness stand, 
as “faked” and “manufactured.” The 
notes purported to have been recorded 
from a phonographic reproduction of 
the alleged admission by Charles Mc- 
Gowan at Toronto that he swore 
falsely before the committee. 

Peered Over His Shoulder. 

Throughout the day Blumenberg had 
peered over Sheridan's shoulder as the 
witness read from his notes. Tonight 
immediately after the session began, 
Blumenberg in an excited state procur- 
ed Sheridan’s note book. After in- 
specting it, he whispered to Edward 
Hines and stepping in front of the nine- 
teen-year-old witness addressed the 
committee. He said he had examined 
Sheridan’s notes and was prepared to 
denounce them as a “fake.” 

“What do you mean by that?’ de- 
manded Senator Jones, who was pre- 
siding. 

“T mean they have been manufactur- 
ed and are not the report of a con- 
versation, made as it took place.”’ 

“Oh, vou are miste’en about that,’’

The rainy weather and cold wind 
blew in many visitors who might oth- 
erwise have passed the warm, lighted 
hall where the services are conducted 
every night. 

A good crowd was present, however, 
and after the prayer meeting, trays 
laden with steaming cups of coffee and 
thick sandwiches were passed among 
the congregation. Men, women and 
children were there, some of whom 
perhaps had come for no other reason 
than the desire to get something to 
eat. If such were the case, the mission 
workers had accomplished their cause;

they want the needy to come to be ted 
in this time when so many workers 
can tind no jobs. Any other good they 
can do them will be gladly done. The 
majority of those present seemed 
touched by the simple service. 

“We are always willing to send a 
meal to anybody, at a distance, 
can’t come, like women and children, 
who often find it impossible to get 
here,” said C. H. Burg, who conducted 
the meeting. “We have workers who 
will go anywhere in the city, any time 
of the night or day.”’

LAVA IS FLOWING 
, FROM MOUNT ETNA 


“Taormina, February 3.—(Special.)— 
Mount Etna was in terrific eruption at 
11 o'clock this morning, emitting great 
clouds of smoke and ashes. It is too 
early to ascertain where the eruption 
Came from—a new crater ‘or one of 
the old ones. 

‘ Taormina is crowded at present with 
tolirists who are visiting the wonder- 
ful spectacle. Mount Etna is 30 miles 
away.- They are in no danger here, 
although the temperature has gone 
up to summer heat and the eruption 
exceeds that of last September. 

Mount Etna, which at frequent in- 
tervals has been in eruption for more 
than 3,000 years, has cost thousands 
of lives. Following an eruption in 
1911, more than 20,000 inhabitants of 
the surrounding country had to flee 
from the homes. A month later more 
than two score of lives were lost in 
earthquakes that occurred near the 
base of the volcano. 

‘On the slopes of Mount Etna, which 
cover 4,000 square miles,- more than 
300,000 persons obtain a living by 
agricultural pursuits in the fertile lava

The. duty of the canvassers will be 
to see each farmer, large and small, 
in the county and secure their signa- 
tures to the pledges agreeing to cut 
their acreage at least 25 per cent. 

How It Will Help. 

“One important feature of the prob- 
lem,” said Mr. Weldon, “will be that 
of taking care of the small famer— 
the tenant, the renter and the crop- 
yer class. A 

“We are going right after the land- 
lord, the merchant and the banker, 
and urge them to see to it that a pro- 
portionate part of the rent, or indebt- 
edness for supplies and advances is 
accepted in corn. ._In other words, we 
propose to see to it that the small 
farmer is protected so that he can 
plant part of his acreage in corn in 
perfect confidence and, security. 

“The result will be most advantage- 
ous to the small farmer. With the 
acreage reduced 25 per cent, there | 
isn’t a question that cotton will go tag 
12 cents and perhaps more. Thig year 
he sold at 9 cents. Thus it will be 
seen that 75 per cent of his last year’s 
crop will give him the game return 
this year, as he got from the entire 
crop last year. He will get just as 
much profit. 

“The plan is perfectly feasible. and 
I feel confident that the farmers all 
over Georgia will sign the pledges 
promptly when they are brought to 
their attention. There isn't a question 
in my mind but that we are going to 
bring about a material reduction in 
the cotton acreage in Georgia this 
year.” 

Barrett’s View of It. 


Messrs. Anderson and Watson and 
Weldon had an interview Saturday 
afternoon with C, S. Barrett, national 
president of the Farmers’ Union. Mr. 
Barrett gave the movement his hearty 
approval. 

“I think the time is ripe for just 
such a movement,” he said. ‘Dozens 
of different remedies and- schemes 
have been proposed to boost the price 
of cotton. Some favor holding, some 
say that not enough cotton is being 
made now and that the trouble is in 
a defective marketing system. The 
fact is evident that we are suffering 
from over-production and that if we 
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can prevent over-production we will 
go right to the root of the trouble at 
once. Gradual marketing of e 
crop, possible legislation and other 
proposeg remedies would all help, but 
the first thing to do is to not let 
production run away ahead of con- 
sumption. 

“I will be glad to see a general] re-

Speaking on the oft-repeated state- 
ment that farmers will sign promises 
to reduce and then go ahead and 
make all the cotton they can, Mr. Bar- 
rett said: 

“There never has been a time when 
men ‘will live up to their promises as 
they will now. It is well known that 
men have a higher regard today for 
their pledges than ever before in the 
world’s history. The old saying that 
‘a man’s word is as good as his bond’ 
appliés to the great majority of men 
today.” 

Mr. Barrett said that he would be 
glaqg to accompany Messrs. Watson and 
Anderson on their tou>, but he has to 
attend the annual meeting of the Vir- 
ginia Farmers’ Union at Lynchburg 
this week. 

Author Is Gratified, 


Mr. Anderson was plainly gratified 
at the result of his visit to Georgia. 

“The encouragement we have _ re- 
ceived here and the enthusiasm with 
which Georgia has thrown herself into 
this movement makes me. feel confi- 
dent of success,” he remarked. “Be- 
ing the second largest of the cotton 
producing states, Georgia’s co-opera- 
tion was absolutely essential. We 
would have been tremendously disap- 
pointed !f Georgia had not taken part, 
but we were hardly prepareg for the 
enthusiasm we have seen. We feel 
now that every cotton growing coun- 
ty wtll line up with us; that practical- 
ly every cotton grower will sign the 
pledge and that they will keep their 
pledges, 

“Every cent which is added to the 
price of cotton means $5 a bale. On a 
crop of 1,600,000 bales in Georgia that 
would mean $8,000,000. Suppose the 
price stops at 12% cents next’ year. 
the crop will bring as much money as 
did this year’s enormous crop and the 
farmer should have all the grain and 
meat he needs without sending mil- 
lions of dollars out of the state for 
products which he now buys.” 

Mr. Anderson is a vehicle manufac- 
turer at Rock Hill, S.C. He says that 
the enormous crop of cotton last year 
and the low price cut down his sales. 
Looking about for the cause and the 
remedy, he decided that acreage re- 
duction was the most practicable cure 
for the situation. So at his own ex- 
pense he took hold of the work in his 
own state and now bankers, mer- 
chants, cotton mill men, farmers and 
all lines of business men are pulling 
together to get pledges and to re- 
duce the acreage. 

Messrs. Anderson and Watson ex- 
pect to have an organization started 
in every cotton growing state by the 
end of this week. They look for the 
great bulk of the acreage to be signed 
up in thirty days. 

Mr. Weldon went right to work as 
soon as he was appointed and will 
push the organization in every county 
this week.

BY (AFOLLETTE 


And Wisconsin Senator ts Tatl 
Denounced by Seitz 


La Follette Attacked Newspa- 
pers in Address at Dinner 
Given by Periodical Publish- 
rs—Seitz Says La Follette 
Untruthfully Assailed Papers. 


Philadelphia, February 3.—The wind- 
up of the dinner of the Periodical Pub- 
lishers’ Association was marked by a 
tart denunciation of Senator La Fol- 
lette by Don C. Seitz, of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
who acted as toastmaster. 

Senator La Follette began his speech 
near midnight, and spoke for nearly 
two hours. The more than 600 diners, 
wearied by the prolonged talking of 
the Wisconsin senator, frequently in- 
terrupted him. Much of his speech was 
devoted to the money power and im- 
peachment of the sincerity of the 
newspaper press of the country. 

When he had finished, Toastmaster 
Seitz said:

time, to come to the defense of the 
newspapers of the country, which have 
ust been foolishly, wickedly and un- 
truthfully assailed.” 


Senator La Follette made no sign of 


uttered in a half-angry tone. 
Seitz Scares La Follette. 
Today, in an interview, Mr. 
said: 


“As the banquet wag given by 
Magazine publishers, and aa I was — 
guest of Cyrus H. K. Curtis, president 
of the association, I had to be cautious 
in my remarks on Senator La Follette. 
I don’t recall exactly what I said when 
the senator had finished, but I do re- 
member declaring that the senator had 
made an unkind, unjust and wilfully 
malicious attack on the newspapers of 
the nation, and if there had been more 
time I would have said something 
stronger. 

“Last right’s dinner, during which 
we thought we would ‘josh’ the states- 
men, ended in a calamity. It was a 
tragedy for Sénator La Follette’s 
hopes.

“Undoubtedly, he came to Philadel- 
Phia to make the address of his life, 
and when it developed into an infamous 
Slander of the newspapers and a wal- 
lowing, sychophantic praise of the 
magazines, I realized that the man had 
overstepped his mark.

Rising up against them is the confused 
voice of the people. Their reart ig 
true, but their eyes do not yet see 
all the intricate sources of power. Who 
Shall show them? There are only two 
agencies that in any way can reach the 
whole people. These are the press and 
the platform. But the platform in no 
way compares with the press in its 
lig of continuous repeated instruc- 
tion. 

“One would think thatin a democracy 
like ours, seeKing for instruction, able 
to read and understand, the press 
would be their eager and willing in- 
structors—such was the press of 
Horace Greely, Henry Raymond, 
Charles A. Dana, Joseph Medill and 
Horace Rublee. 

“But what do we find has occurred 
in the last few years, since the money 
power has gained control of our in- 
dustry and government and newspaper 
press? The people Know this. Their 
confidence is weakened and destroyed. 
No longer are the editorial columns of 
newspapers a potent force in educating 
public opinion.

ON LIVE HUSBAND 


Mrs. W. P. Larkin Finds Her 
Consort Lively Enough to 
Have Committed Bigamy. 


New York, February 8.—(Special.)— 
An attempt on the part of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company 
and the New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany to veil in mystery the case of 
William P. Larkin, who was discovered 
a short time since, after hé@ had been 
missing for sixteen years, and his wife 
had collected insurance on his life, 
was partially solved today when Mrs, 
Larkin No. 2 was found. Sheewas mar- 


ried to Larkin eight years ago, and he 
represented to her he was a widower. 

As the Larkin matter stands, he has 
two wives—one living in Lindenhurst, 
L. IL, whom he deserted sixteen years 
ago, and another in this city. The first 
wife collected $1,000 from the New 
York Life and $580 from the Metropol- 
itan, in the belief that her husband was 
dead, although. he had been\for four- 
teen years on the pay roll of the 
Metropolitan Life as an employee in the 
printing department. 

The second Mrs. Larkin is a woman 
of gentle manners, about forty years 
old. She was shocked beyond measure 
when she learned her husband had not 
only another wife, but a son 20 years 
old. Larkin, she said, had been a model 
husband. 

At Larkin’s home in this city it was 
said this afternoon that he was sick in 
bed. The information came from one 
of his wife’s . sisters. None of the 
counsel for the insurance companiés 
could be found today by those who 
were desirous of learning if the insur- 
ance companies had knowledge of the 
fact that Larkin had married a second 
wife without divorcing the first. 


No. 1 Wants Proof. 


Mrs. Larkin No. 1, by the way, ts not 
vet satisfied that the man is her hus- 
band. She wants proof that her hus- 
band is dead. 

This proof the insurance companies 
don’t seem disposed to furnish. 

Apparently, it had been the hope of 
the insurance company attorneys to 
avoid publicity, for Larkin was sur- 
prised almost into a faint today when 
he was located . 

Mrs. Larkin did not collect her life 
insurance until about a year ago, when 
she was in the office of the New York 
Life seeking to negotiate a loan on a 
policy on her own life. During the 
fifteen years succeeding her husband's 
disappearance she had regularly paid 
the premiums on the’*$1,000 pelicy in 
the New York Life and the $580 policy 
in the Metropolitan.

“discharge days.” 

Republican Leader Mann has repeat- 
edly hinted to the democratic side that 
he weuld show how the new “reform 
rule’’ was not workable. 

“Gentlemen. of the majority, you are 
on the back track,” cried. Representa- 
tive Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, a repub- 
lican, in opposing the proposed demo- 
cratic change in rules. “Your reforms 
are all shams and frauds. You have 
taken the power away from the speak- 
er, but you put it all in the hands of 
the chairman of the ways and means 
committee. Instead of Cannonism and 
Reedism, you have today Underwood- 
ism, and the gentleman from Alabama 
wears his crown and sceptre like onto 
the manor born.” 

Representative Campbell, of Kansas, 
a republican, also a member of the 
rules committee, declared that the pro- 
posed change would “undo in forty 
minutes all the good that was accom- 
plished in a two-year fight.” , 

Representative Norris, of Nebraska, 
insurgent republican, who led the fight 
on Speaker Cannon, ~ declared’. the 
change proposed by the democrats 
would give back to the speaker part 
of the power that was taken from him, 
and would make the discharge rule 
practically invalid. 

Representative Hardwick, of Georgia, 
democrat, said the change was neces- 
sary because “expert filibusters” on 
the republican side had shown that it 
was unworkable in its present form. 

The Henry amendment provides that 
motions to suspend the rules will have 
precedence over motions made to dis- 
charge committees from consideration 
of certain bills.

Alleged That the Government 
Will Make Arrests in 
Nineteen Cities. 


Chicago, February -3.—(Special.)— 
Consternation increased in labor cir- 
cles here today, as a result of the re- 
puted action of the district attorney at 
Indianapolis in preparing indictments 
against Chicago labor leaders for al- 
leged participation in or knowledge of 
the McNamara bomb disaster. A dis- 
patch from the.Indiana capital made it 
known that action in at least nineteen 
cities is expected to result from the 
investigations of the dynamite con- 
spiracy, and of these cities Chicago is 
declared to be one. 

In anticipation of arrest shortly aft- 
er the grand jury meets in Indian- 
apoOlis next Tuesday, four Chicago labor 
officials are reported to have made 
overtures to the government agents in 
Chicago looking toward the furnishing 
of bonds. 

The federal government plans that 
all arrests—if any are authorized by 
the grand jury—shall take place as 
neariy as possible on the same day, | 
and, since it would require at least four 
days to deliver papers in the federal 
digtrict most remote from Indianapolis, 
it was said in ¢hat city that arrests 
probably would be held off until next 
Saturday, one week from today.

Hollywood Congebétion Sends 
Communication to Commis, 
sion and Committée. 


The: Hollywood Cemetery Corpora- 
tion, which has offered.to ‘Sell ite hold- 
ings tothe city, has submitted a prop- 
osition ta ‘the cemetery commission 
and the cemetery committee of coun- 
cil whieh, as a joint body, have the 
matter under eonsideration. The prop- 
osition. made.»y the corporation in- 
cludes the following points: , 

There WH} be sold to the city 400 
acres for $135,000, payable $15,000 in 
cash and the balance by the assump- 
tion of a bonded indebtedness; second, 
the city will be given the right to also 
purchase 600 additional acres for $98,- 
000. 

The corporation sets forth that At- 
lanta is practically without a municl- 
pal cemetery where lots can be pur- 
chased by people .of moderate means, 
that all tracts of land available for 
such purpose ‘are being rapidly bought 
up; that acreage is rapidly increasing 
in price and the country around At- 
lanta being rapidly settled up; that 
Hollywood is in the 5-mile circle, has 
a large street car frontage, good rail- 
road facilities, is accessible to vehiclés, 
has a good water supply, is well and 
beautifully located for a cemetery, has 
an inexhaustible supply of pure sand, 
and on the site a cemetery has al- 
ready been located. 

It is further stated that there are 
four substantial dwellings on the prop- 
erty and that a funeral car can be ob. 
tained from the street car company 
from any point in the city to the cem- 
etery and return at a minimum cost 
of $12.50 for the round trip. 

The city has appropriated $5,000 for 
a first payment on a new cemetery, 
and this amount will probably be in- 
creased in June.

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COTTON EXCHANGE BARS 


New York, February 3.-—The New 
York cotton exchange will refuse to 
adopt the United States government 
standard of cotton grades until a new 
grade be standardized to be called 
“strict ordinary” to take the place 
of the present New York “good 
ordinary” and until the grades, 
“middling fair’ and “fair,” be also 
standardized, it was declared tonight 
by George W. Neville, president of the 
exchange, at the annual banquet of the

1 have always advised the beginner 
in poultry raising to commence the 
business in a very small way; that is, 
if no previous experience has been 
had with poultry. Then as the busi- 
ness grows, useful and profitable

Knowledge in the care and manage-| 


ment of the flock is gained. 

The circumstances and conditions 
of each prospective breeder must de- 
termine the amount of capital to be 
invested in the new flock, and, of 
course, the size of the flock, but it is 
to the would-be beginner, whose 
shekels are few ang experience lack- 
ing, that I write. 

The size of the flock, I would rather 
have a pen (four females and a male) 
of really fine, pure bred birds for my 
foundation stock than 100 birds poor 
in quality, even though they boast of 
being pure bred. While the growth 
of the new business wi!] be slower 
because of starting with such a small

flock, it will be surer ang verv much, 


more Satisfactory to the new Preeder. 
Having a foundation of? such high 
Quality to build from, the structure 
(or business) you are building will

3 Choice of Breeds. 

What bred shail | commence with? 
Very often’ 1 am askeg this 
and sometimes | am at a loss wWiat 
breed to suggest. We are told “there 
is no best breed,” and yet | am per- 
suaded there is a particular breed that 
is best for each one of us. The 
Standard breeds and varieties are all 
good and each has special good quali- 
ties to recommeng it. In the choice 
of breeds one must know what the 
conditions ang environments of the 
new’ flock will be and just what is to 
be required of the birds. 
attraction toward specimens 
tain breed should also 
ior what one admires and is pleased 
with is much easier cared for and 
worked for than something that has 
no real attraction for one. 

If the new flock is to have free 
range the most active anqg restless 
will feel no restraint, but if the birds 
must necessarily be kept in rather 
confined quarters then a breed that 
bears confinement well should be Se- 
lected, The Leghorns, Minorcas and 
others of the Mediterranean class do 
their best when allowed free range, 
though stand confinement fairly well. 
while the Plymouth Rocks, 
dottes and several other of the Amer!- 
can and Asiatic classes prove profit- 
able in confinement ic given intelli- 
gent care ang Management. If the 
largest possible egg yield is the rul- 
ing desire, then. these are secured 
from breeds and varieties of those 
breeds that have proven prolific egg 
producers. 

Big Birds for Market.

Few begin- 
ners. realize the.value of pure bred 
fowls of fine quality, and are unpre- 
pared for prices quoted for such, The, 
do not consider that it is not only a 
few birds they are purchasing, but the 
future flock—their progeny. Let not 
a good price asked for good birds 
shock you, my beginner, or scare you 
out of the possession of good quality 
breeders.

Answer—If you have had no previ- 
ous experience with chickens, my ad- 
vice is, don’t attempt anything so ex- 
tensive as you propose on the start— 
vou are courting failure when you do. 
Your object in going into the busi- 
ness, I understand, is to make money, 
not for fun. Well, you cant make 
money out of it until you learn it. It 
is not to be learned in a day, week, 
month or vear, but years. There is 
only one possible chance by which 
money can be made from the business 
from the start by one not familiar 
with it, and that way would be to 
engage the services of a graduated 
poultryman and place the matter in 
his hands, giving him carte-blanche to 
lay off ground and piots, build houses, 
purchase stock and have general su- 
pervision of the entire plant. There 
are thousands of business and profes- 
sional men doing this very thing today 
and their managers are making money 
for the owners. 

But to attempt to branch out into an 
extensive business without previous 
knowledge, with little or no intelligent 
assistance, means failure. 

If you are bent on starting in the 
hen business my advice would be to 
start with one breed in a small way 
and gradually work up to larger 
things; it's the only Way one can sue 
ceed. I have Known of lots of people 
investing their capital in the business 
on the start and with no experience 
and practical assistance, after a few 
years give up, declaring there was no 
money in the busiress. 

You do not state which side 
business you thought of taking up: 
Market eggs, brooders, or the fancy 
side, or the combination—eggs and 
chickens: each of these branches 
would require a different breed, Med- 
iteranean for eSg8, A erican class for 
the combination, and for the fancy side 
all varieties in the standard could be 
your choice. 

If you are still determined to start, 
just write me which branch you 
thought of taking up and I will give 
you what help I can.

Washington, February 3.—(Special.) 
Hotel keepers and proprietors of 
boarding houses in Baltimore, to say 


nothing of those who control vacant 


space in store rooms and warehouses 
and office buildings, are already plan- 
ning to reap the richest harvest of the 
year from the crop of convention vis- 
itors in June next. 

Hardly had the democratic national 

executive committee which met re- 
cently in Washington yielded to the 
seductive oratory of the Baltimore 
boomers, personal imporTunings, polit- 
ical influence and the magic of a cer- 
tified check for $11,000, and decided to 
hold the democratic convention in Bal- 
timore next June, than the bustle of 
Preparation began in the Monumental 
City. 
Of course Baltimore bonifaces had 
said there would be iO advance in 
rates. They always do promise such 
things beforehand, and always ad- 
vance rates afterwards for national 
political conventions. 

But the extent of the system of ex- 
tortion which is being perfected in 
Baltimore and the unanimity with 
which the people who can furnish a 
bed or a ham sandwich are collabor- 
ating on the plans, is somewhat sur- 
prising. Members of congress, news- 
paper correspondents, campaign man- 
agers and others whose business will 
take them to Baltimore have brought 
back appalling stories of prices being 
demanded for reservation. They are 
uttering cries of rage and disappoint- 
ment. 

Wilson Beomers Take Entire Hotel. 

The biggest hotel in Baltimore has 
declined up to date to make any res- 
ervations at all for guests during the 
five days it is anticipated the redhot 
activity of the convention will last, 
and gives no explanation of its atti- 
tude. It is understood, however, that 
the Woodrow WilSon managers have 
secured an option on the entire hotel, 
paying a substantial sum for the priv- 
ilege of closing a deal within sixty 
days for the use of the hostelry during 
the convention for a lump consider- 
ably in excess of $50,000.

“Four men in a room will have trou- 
ble enough sleeping, anyhow,” said a 
candid clerk to a sout member, 
who once thought of engagin three- 
room suite, ‘“‘without being peStered 
by a lot of newspaper men grinding 
out political dope, or perhaps a cam- 
' paign manager sending out last-word 
letters in a room over their heads. 
Besides, there are a lot of office build- 
ings in Baltimore with room to ket, 
and we're all working together.” 

Everybody in Baltimore knows now 
What will be realized later by con- 
vention visitors—that the few hotels 
in the city will not begin to accom- 
Modate the crowds that will attend 
the biggest national rally that the 
democratic party has held in many a 
long year. So these same office build- 
ing \wners, just referred to, are plan- 
ning to reap a harvest. They will put 
cots in all the rooms they have va- 
cant, and in all others of which they 
can secure the use, from regular ten- 
ants, during the convention period, 
and rent them to visitors for sleeping 
aml working purposes at the highest 
rate the convention traffic will stand. 
A newspaper man who went to Balti- 
more the other day to engage quar- 
ters and was waved away by the type- 
writerless hotel mentioned, was _ re- 
ferred to one of the biggest office 
buildings in the downtown section. 
The arrangements for a _ couple of 
rooms in this building progressed 
splendidly until the manager of the 
building demanded that the newspa- 
per man sign a. six-months’ lease for 
his room, at $20 per month per room, 
for the privilege of occupying them 
for the five days, which is undoubtedly 
tie max’mum the convention will 
last. 

teports have it, too, that the real 
estate agents and private house own- 
ers are also afflicted with exaggerated 
ideas as to the income their available 
property should return for the few 
convention days. and confidently ex- 
pect that the lack of accommodations 
in the city for-the visiting hosts will 
drive convention guests into paying 
whatever prices are demanded. 

Washington to Get Overflow. 

As a result of this condition it has 
already become apparent that many 
thousands of the convention visitors 
will use Washington as a bed room 
during the period of excitement, jour- 
neying to Baltimore by steam and elec- 
tric and automobile service each morn- 
ing, and returning the same way at 
night. The Pennsylvania and Balti- 
more and Ohio railroads have already 
given assurances that as many con- 
vention specials as. will be necessary 
to accommodate thé crowds will be 
_ run betwen the two cities, morning 
and evening, and the electric road con- 
necting Baltimore and Washington has 
decided to buy some additional rolling 
stock and to rent a great deal more. 
As Washington ‘is all cluttered up with 
hotels and boarding hous@ which will 
be practically empty after congress ad- 
journs, the problem may be solved in 
this way. Washington people who 
have an eye to’ the main chance hope 
that Baltimore’ continues to keep her 
prices above the-high water mark. The 
higher the better, they say, for it will 
probably mean a million or two of dol- 
lars for Washington. 

Folks who have lived in this neck of 
the woods for years admit there isn’t 
much to choose between BaltiMore and 
Washington in June on the heat ques- 
tion. Of course, the national capital 
is much more attractive to the eye 

than the Monumental city, but it hasn't

Said Farewell to Troops 


Coming Reunion at Macon 
Brings to Mind “Memory’s 
Day” of 1887, When En- 
thusiastic Crowd Heard Aged 
President Deliver Address.

Macon, Ga., February 3.—(Special.)— 
Fifteen thousand confederate veterans 
will sleep in tents, and probably 150,- 
000 visitors will pass over the same 
spot at the reunion encampment at 
Macon in May on which Jefferson Da- 
vis, his eyes dimmed with age and his 
back bent with labor and sorrow, re- 
viewed his soldiers for the last time 
in Oetober, .1887. And the visitors 
to Macon will pass the same house 
from which, standing on a _ balcony, 
President Davis made his last farewell 
address to his grizzled heroes on this 
earth. For it was at the state fair in 
Macon in this year that President 
Davis bade farewell to his devoted fol- 
lowing, waving with feeble hands a 
tattered and torn confederate flag. 
The largest crowd in the history of 
Macon visited the city upon this oc- 
casion, it being est’mated at 560,000. 
Heading the procession which winded 
its way up -historic Mulberry street 
upon this occasion were such dist:n- 
guished statesmen‘and soldiers as Gen- 
eral John B. Gordon, the idol of Geor- 
gia; General Cook, General Lafayette 
McLaws, General C. M. Wiley, one of 
the prominent figures in the coming re- 
union, and Governor Watts, of Ala- 
bama. General Colquitt, afterwards 
governor and United States senator,, 
was with President Davis at the Marsh 
J. Johnston residence, and received the 
procession. 

Davis Makes Speech. 
It was the intention at the time of 
this happening that owing to his fee- 
ble condition, President Davis would 
not be called upon for a speech, and 
with this in view, Senator Colquitt 
was asked to make an address. But 
such was the enthusiasm and idolatry 
shown that Davis responded, and in a 
few broken words, he thanked his 
worshippers for the demonstration. 
With the president upon the balcony 
of this residence were Mrs. Davis, Mrs. 
Hayes and Miss Winnie Davis, his 
daughter, Colonel Johnston, Ben C. 
Smith and others. In the enthusiasm 
of the moment, men jumped the high 


iron fence around the yard, while moth- 
ers held babes in their arms to Kiss 
the hand of the hero. 

The review of his troops took place 
at 12 o’clock, and in the paddock, as 
well as outside the track at the state 
fair grounds, open space was packed to 
its utmost capacity. 

This day has gone down in history 
us Memory day. All of the stores in 
Macon were closed in observance of the 
event, and merchant prince and pov- 
erty-stricken men vied with each oth- 
er to do homage to the president of the 
confederacy. 

Captured by Females. 

Around the seat of the coming reun- 
ion is woven another bit of romance 
and history in the life of Jefferson 
Davis. For it was in tuis section that 
he was captured by the federal forces. 
He was brought to Macon andan- 
fined in jail here. When the veterans 
assembled in Macon to see their hero 
for what they thought was the last 
time. Mr. Davis spoke at length with 


‘guardg around him to men in gray uni- 


forms, armless and homeless. This 
was in 1865, ’ 

And Tuesday there came a letter to 
the reunion committee from Cadiz, Ky., 
in which it was stated that Hazard P. 
Baker, a lieutenant of the lone bedy 
guard of Davis when he was captured 
near Washington, Ga., will probably 
come to the reunion. He was with 
Forrest until 1862, when he was mus- 
tered out of service. He then assist- 
ed in organizing the Second Kentucky 
cavalry, being with General Joseph 
Wheeler. After the surrender at Ap- 
pomattox, he was designated to accom- 
pany the president and his cabinet 
south. When the capture of the presi- 
dent took place, there were only ten 
men left in the body guard. 


willing to admit that his town is the 
hottest in the United States with the 
single exception of Washington, while 
the resident here is frank enough to 
say that the only city that is more dis- 
agreeable than Washington in the sum.

I Know the climate 
here in the east, and it is fierce in 
June and July. But more than that, |! 
believe the national convention of a 
party should be held in the middle of 
the country, approximately, to give the 
delegates and visitors from €very sec- 
tion a fair break. 

“But,” Mr. Clark added, “I'll say this 
for Baitimore. Their rates may be high 
and their accommodations limited, but 
I dont know a Detter building in the 
country in which to hold a convention, 
with its great crowds of excited dele- 
gates and spectators, than the Fffth 
regiment armory, ih which our great 
gathering wil itake place. It will ac- 
commodate 10,000 people, and its ac- 
coustic properties are nothing short 
of wonderful. I have made a number 
of speeches in the armory, and I know 
what I am talking about. And Balti- 
more is nothing if not hospitable.” 

So, despite the talk about high rates 
and hold-up &chemeés and extortion, 
there would seem, from Speaker Clark's 
point of view, at least—and he will be 
one of the principal performers at the 
convention unless all signs fail—to be 
some compensations_in the selection of

THE CONSTITUTION, ‘ATLANTA, GA, SUNDAY, 


To awh 


A quarter of a century has elapsed 
since Atlanta first went dry, and those 
days that witnessed the legally in- 
stalled water wagon, the terrific ef- 
forts that were made by the police 
to force men to ride upon it, and the 
bitter fight over the second election, 
when liquor “came back,” make one 
of the most memorable chapters in 
the history of the city. To many the 
story of those stirring times will be 
new, for since then boys have grown 
to manhood and many of the men 
who took part in the conflict between 
the blue and the red ribbons have 
passed beyond the ken of mortals. 

Fulton county’s first prohibition 
election took placein December, 1885. 
As the prohibitionists quickly formed 
a strong organization, and as the 
antis were apathetic because unable 
to realize it was possible for the 
county to go dry, the campaign was 


~ devoid of any great amount of ex- 


citement. The dries won and the tick- 

et of blue triumphed over the red. 
On January 1, 1886, the county and 
city began the two years without sa- 
loong or wholesale liquor houses. 
For a few months after the law went 
into effect there were two or three 
bottle or quart houses that kept open 
until their state licenses expired, _ 
us- 


of course, they did a land effice 
iness. : 

But Atlanta was never entirely dry 
at any time during the two years, for 
under the local option law, domestic 
wines could still be sold, and claret, 
sherry, port, hock and white wines 
were dispensed by the quart from 
several houses. 


Rice Beer and Agaric. 


Instead of “near beer,’ thefe was 
rice beer and instead of convenient 
locker clubs “there was “agaric.”’ 
Ric@ beer was as “near” as was de- 
sired and flowed freely at some lunch 
stands, restaurants and barbecues. 
Agaric was what might have been 
very fittingly called “near whisky,” 
and was composed of a brand of 
liquor which would make a blind tiger 
gag, and some sort of dark, pungent 
and palate-trying bitters. It was a 
cross between split-skull and asa- 
foetida. Yet it had the desired ef- 
fect of befuzzling the brain and was 
just as productive of profanity, 
brawls, blind-staggers and, jim-jams 
as can be pulled off by the most fas- 
tidious tiger now extant. 

During 1886-87 the police, detec- 
tives, stool-pigeons and .rourts were 
kept just as busy .with agaric and 
rice beer as they now are with the 
“near” and the “blind.” Many ar- 
rests were made and rice beer and 
agaric were analyzed over and over 
again. All the while, those who 
were skeptical of the rice and leary 
of “Old Gary,” as the boys called it, 
contented themselves with domestic 
wine. 

1 have reference thus far, of 
course, to those who patronized home 
industry, just as do some in Atlanta 
at this time during the second pro- 
hibition era, who either tackle the 
“near,” buck the “blind” or make a 
run on the “locker.” 

There was the “Jug Train.’ Twice 
a day it rolled in from Griffin—that 
was one thing which gave that town 
a real place on the map—and it was 
loaded down with jugs of all sizes, 
from the “little brown” to the demi- 
john, and beading with every brand, 
from the green corn to the mellow 
rye. The antis called the Jug Train 
the “Juggler,” and the prohis, the 
“Juggernaut.” 

No, you who sip your beer and 
think, tip the tiger and blink, or tap) 
the locker and wink. can put noth- 
ing over the boys who kept wet 
while the town was dry in the late 
’S0s. Rice beer, agaric and the Jug 
Train may be but memories now, but 
they played their part and were very 
‘near’ to those who had neither the 
desire nor the courage to climb on 
the water wagon that made its ad- 
vent against their wishes. 


Some of the Stories Told. 


Many good stories are told that oc- 
curred during Atlanta’s first try-out 
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of prohibition. 
ex-saloon keeper was tried for selling 
rice beer, the sample which was in- 


Stale when the case was called. A 
newspaper reporter (he’s still on the 
job) was placed on the witness stand 
and he testified that the beer was 
nothing more nor less than good old 
lager. When asked by the defend- 


pert on stale beer, when all men 
drink fresh beer, he replied: 

“When I was a boy my father used 
to keep a keg of beer on tap in the 
pantry. I, of course, was not allowed 
to drink any, but when the old keg 
was rolled into the woodshed, con- 


became quite a, stale beer expert.” 
It was related that a circus man 


to ride the elephant around the cir- 
cus rgig without such a performance 
being on the program. He was left 
in Atlanta and died shortly after 
with delirium tremens. This story 
was told several times in court to 
show what agaric was. 

At one of the most noted barbecues 
ever given in Fulton county there 
were several barrels of rice beer on 
hand ‘and twenty-six men had to be 
hauled home on drays. This story 
was also told in court to prove what 
rice beer would do. 

One remarkable thing about those 
two years of prohibition was that 
there were very few blind tigers. 
Those who wanted to drink were 
either satisfied with rice beer and 
agaric or found ample means of get- 
ting what they wanted by the Jug 
Train route. It was frequently 
chpfsed that there were two or three 
plepes in the city where orders were 
taken for whisky to be transmitted 
to Griffin by wire, and frequently 
the goods were delivered within an 
hour after being ordered. This gave 
rise to what was known as the 
“whisky lightning express.’ As no 
such state of affairs was ever proven 
in court, the facts can now be given 
only as some of the campaign charges 
which were afterwards made. 


Another Election CaWed. 


When the two years of prohibition 

were about to expire, the voters 
called another election, as was per- 
mitted under the local option law. 
Then came a campaign the like of 
which had never been witnessed in 
Atlanta: since the days of the Recon- 
struction, when the bayonet had to 
be braved in order for freemen to 
cast their ballots to redeem the south 
from carpet-bag rule. The great is- 
sues were: 
First, had Atlanta been dry? Like 
the litthe boys who spit upon one 
side of a stick and call “wet or dry, 
let her lie,” to determine who shall 
be “It,” the* prohis and antis played 
theif game. 

Second, had Atlanta’s business in- 
terests suffered? It was admitted by 
both sides that the tremendous agi- 
tation was at least injurious to busi- 
ness, and so fierce had become the 
conflict that the leaders agreed that 
whichever way the eféction went the 
verdict, so far ag they were con- 
cerned, should be final. 

The capture of the negro vote be- 
came a great factor in the election, 
and while one side appealed to the 
colored citizens to protect their own 
race, as they were the greatest suf- 
ferers from the liquor evil, the other 
side sounded the slogan, ‘‘Liberty,” 
which was potent with a former race 
of slaves. What Abraham Lincoln 
had said against legal prohibition, 
and with him pictured as striking the 
shackles from a negro slave, was 
among the campaign literature of the 
wets.

Money, alas! and much of it was 
for legitimate campaign purposes, 
perhaps, but it was in evidence to 
such an extent that at one time it 
was hauled around the streets on 
drays. It was spent for tons of lit- 
erature, for halls and brass bands, 
for carriages and banners, for free 
lunches and to pay the back taxes of 
voters who had not registered. 

One of the most notable public 
gatherings ever held in Atlanta, and 
one at which enthusiasm rose to the 
highest pitch and the wildest demon- 
strations were made, was the prohi- 
bition meeting which was held at 
the cotton warehouse on Forsyth, 
near Alabama street. It was at that 
meeting that Henry W. Grady, the 
leader of the prohibition forces, made 
his great speech against the liquor 
traffic to an audience of over 8,000 
people. The excitement wag intense 


at the conclusion of the address, 


which he closed with the memorable 
peroration: 

“Behind this movement you may be 
sure there stands the Lord God Al- 
mighty, whose hand first rolled the 
spheres in their orbits and whose 
voice has been the harmony of this 
world since the morning stars first 
sang together.” 


Believed Cause Was Hopeless. 


It was charged during the cam- 
paign that the great and powerful 
liquor interests of the nation were 
furnishing the money to defeat prohi- 
bition. It is true that the prohis felt 
that a great deal of money was being 
raised by their opponents, and this 
caused Mr. Grady to state to his ex- 
ecutive committee that he believed 
their cause was hopeless. 

It was further alleged*that many 
voters, principally negroes, were im- 
ported from adjoining counties, but 
this was fiearsay and was never 
proven. , 


On the night preceding the election 
day hundreds of negroes were tor- 
ralled in an old warehouse and kept 
there all night, so they could be 
marched, to the polls to vote for the 
wet ticket- On the day .of the elec- 
tion free lunch stands were opened 
near the polls by ladies who were 
working for the prohibition cause. 
During the day hymns were sung, 
and in some churches prayers were 
offered for the victory of the blue 
ticket. But the antis won, and on 
the first day of January, 1888, the 
saloons returned to Atlanta and re- 
mained until they were again closed, 
four years ago, by the state-wide pro- 
hibition law. 


The Aftermath of the Campaign. 


After the prohibition campaign, in 
all the city elections the liquor ques- 
tion became an issue, and when a 
man ran for any city office, he had 
to line up with either the prohis or 


| 


antis. There was organized imme-| 


diately after the election, by the 
antis, a political club called the 
Mutual Aid Brotherhood, and the M. 
A. B.s put out a full ticket, ,which 
was victorious. The following year a 
citizens’ committee of fifty was ap- 
pointed at a mass meeting and it 
consisted of twenty-flve antis and 
twenty-five prohis. This committee 
was to nominate a mayor, two alder 
men and six councilmen. The antis 
were led by Colonel Albert H. Cox 
and the prohis by Henry W. Grady. 
There were three or four meetings 
of the committee and it was finally 
agreed to name for mayor John Tyler 
Cooper, and to divide the balance of

and antis.

Years Is Only One Per Cent

Paris, February 3.—(Special.)— 
Patriotic Frenchmen get very little 
satisfaction out of the census returns 
which have just been published. They 
show the population of the country to 
be practically stationary. As a mat- 
ter of fact the total increase in popu- 
lation for the five years since the 
previous census was taken was only 
349,264, or less than 1 per cent, 

Not only is the increase entirely in 
the urban population but as a matter 
of fact the increase in the cities has 
been considerably greater than the 
entire addition to the population. 

In 64 out of 87 departments of 
France the population has decreased, 
and in some, where an increase is re- 
corded, the growth has been almost 
entirely in the large towns of the de- 
partment. The influx from 
urban districts is strikingly § 
Ille et Vilaine, 
lation of the departmen 
by 3.707 inhabitants, but the town of 
Rennes has 3,732 more inhabitants than 
five years ago. 

The population of the Seine depart- 
ment, which is wholly urban, has in- 
creased by 305,424, more than three- 
quartersgof the increase for the whole 
of France. There are 2,888,110 inhab- 
itants in Paris, an increase of 124,71%. 
Thus, the increase in the suburbs is 
greater than in Paris itself since 1906. 
The second largest town in France Its 
Marseilles, with 650,619 inhabitants, 
and Lyons comes third with 523,796.

GEORGIA TEACHERS PROTEST 
AGAINST BOARD'S RULING 


Washington, Ga.. February 3.—/(Spe- 
cial.)—-The order issued by the state 
department of education by the state 
which will require about 1,000 teachers 
in Georgia to stand the state board’s 
examination or its equivalent between 
now and June, fallg with striking force 
upon the teachers of Washington pub- 
lic schools, where. there is only one 
state licensé teacher, against eight who 
have been required to take the local 
examinations to qualify. them for their 
positions. 

At a meeting of the teachers reeent- 
ly, it was decided that the state 
board’s examinations would be taken 
the latter part of March on account of 
the conflict which would otherwise 
be occasioned in the plans which magy 
of them have made to take summer 
courses at some of the leading ool- 
leges of the country. They expect to 
leave Washington before the appointed 
time for holding the examinations in 
June. 

While local teachers have consented 
to take the examinations, it ig not to 
he inferred that it is at all to their 
liking or approval. Indeed, it is quite 
reverse, and from the letters being ex- 
changed between the teachers through- 
out the state, the same feeling which 
is felt hére is shared by the other 1,000 
instructors throughout Georgia. 
Already there has been started k 
movement, headed by Principal Bar- 
rett, of thé Dublin schools, which seeks 
to make a formidable protest against 
the ruling, which will be carried be- 
fore the next legislature. The teach- 
ers believe that the action of the state 
board will work an unwarranted hard- 
ship on the teachers, especially 
those teachers who have specialized on 
a given subject to the exclusion of ev- 
erything else. Superintendent Paul H. 
Henry, of the Washington public school, 
said Wednesday in discussing the 
matter: “The teachers have a just 
right to complain at the action of the 
state board’s ruling. When a teacher 
has demogpstrated his fitness and qual- 
ifications for a position either as shown

The reform of the franchise possibly 
will carry with it a reapportionment 
of parliamentary seats, though this 
may not be attempted at once. That 
Such a reapportionment is needed can- 
not be. gainsaid. 

The two largest constituencies in 
England are Romford, in Essex, with 
65,951 electors, and Walthamstow, in 
Essex, with 42,029 electors. The two 
Smallest are Durham and Bury S8t 
Edmunds, with 2,698 and 2,878 electors, 
respectively... Under the present sys- 
tem each of these constituencies is 
represented in parliament by one 
member, and Romford has the same 
influence in tHe house of commons as 
Darham, which has less than one- 
twentieth of the number of electors 
that Romford has. 

The seven constituencies in Middle- 
sex, with the combined electorate of 
197,154, return the same number of 
members as the seven constituencies, 
Durham, Bury St. Edmunds, Kilkenny, 
Wick, Sutherlandshire, and 
Montgomery, whose combined electo- 
rate is only 18,851. 


Largest Warship Afloat. 


The new battle cruiser, Lion, which 
is the largest warship in commission, 
and also the longest‘cruiser in the 
world,: has tied in the speed record for 
armored ships with the German bat- 
le cruiser Moltke, mafhtaining 29.7 
knots in her eight-hour trial in the 
Channel.

While, or 
course, there can be no assurance of 
pleasant weather on the new date, it 
igs a certainty that no speil of weather 
in late April at Washington can be 
anywhere near so bad as was the 4th 
of March, 1909. And tnat was not the 
Only cold, dreary 4th of March we 
have had by a iong shot. 

There is, of course, no chance for a 
change to be made which will be ef- 
fective for next year, as it requires a 
constitutional amendment, and any ac- 
tion by congress must be. ratifiea by 
the states. Still it is none too soon 
to make a start if the new date is to 
go into effect in 1919.

As usual, he invited her to come to his 
castle on the precipice, and this time, 
to his amazement, she smilingly con- 
sents. There is something suspicious 
in her smile. He and Princess Eristoff 
leave the hospital. Before he has gone 
a dozen steps a pair of bullets go 
through his brain. He falls like a 
stone. Princess -Eristoff pursues the 
flying assassin, who turns, sends four 
shots at her, and gets away.

DAYS OF TRIPLE 


ALLIANCE » 


NUMBERED, BELIEVE GERMANS 


Berlin, February 3,—(Special.)—The 
impression grows here that the days 
of the triple alliance are numbered. It 
is no secret that. both in Austria and 
Germany the seizure of Tripoli by 
Italy was deeply resented as calcu- 
lated to upset many important plans 
of the first two countries. The» re- 
sentment is keener from the fact that 
Italy acted without either consuita- 
tion or notification of her allies. 

It is regarded as highly probable 
that Italy will drop out of the al- 
liance and that her place will be 
taken by either Turkey or it may be 
Russia, 

If Russia can be weaned away from 
the triple intent she would be wel- 
comed by Germ@ny and Austria. Such 
an alliance would ve practically in- 
vincible on land in Europe ang Asia 
and with Turkey included could also 
dominate Africe. 

Italy, it is held, is of little use to 
Germanic alliance and a realignment 
of.the powers is looked upon as prac- 
tically assured. 

The .mysterious fatalities which re- 
cently ocurred at paupers’ shelters 
in Berlin have drawn swift and start- 
ling atfention to those philanthropic 
institutions. 

The fact that fifty deaths should 
have taken place within a few hours 
is so dramatic that it almost suggests 
some scandal, but these deaths are in 
no wise to be laid at the door of the 
authorities.

Directly the sheep and the goats 
have been separated the chosen ones 
are lea off to have a bath, or, at any 
rate, a good wash, their clothes being 


these are tattered they are often re- 
placed by new ones, but if the ok 
possible to wear they

are provided with thread 
to meng them, 


The next thing is supper, which 
consists of soup and hunks of bread, 
and after supper anyone who likes to 
read can nave a book from the cir- 
culating library. 

At 9 o’clock everybody 
to go to bed. 

The dormitories are heated to a con- 
siderable extent, for owing to the un- 
clean nature of the vagrants no cOov- 
ernings are used but such as can be 
washed every day. The beds consist 
of a wire mattress, a wire pillow and 
a sheet and the paupers usually sleep 
in their clothes. 

Nobody is questioned about his an- 
tecedents or his name and the police 
never enter the doors. The onJjy thing 
ever asked are the age of the individ- 
val and the number of times he has 
been to the shelter during the month. 

At 6 o’clock in the morning a Dell 
rings, when everyone has to turn out 
of bed, and after a good breakfast of 
coffee ang bread, leave his comfort- 
able cuarters again for the street. 

Then the hard work begins for the 
staff. which is very small, as the 
shelter is run on the most economical 
lines. The place is thoroughly scrub- 
bed. all the linen washed and the food 
prepared. Everything is put into per- 
fect order against the arrival of the 
next haerde of invaders. 

What struck me particularly in the 
shelter was the sympathetic, kindly 
attitude of the superintendent to- 
ward the paupers, who, after all, can 
hardly be the most attractive people 
in the worla to deal with.

(By Mre. Frank Shiek, Corresponding 
’ Seeretary.) | 

In a careful survey of our work to 
see where we might bring the indi- 
vidual elub and the general federation 
into closer touch, we have noticed that 
in the ‘changing .of officers it often 
happens that the. new president dges 
not always unddrstand the relation 
between the- general federation and 
her club, and so the club, which often 
depends upon the president for infor- 
mation concerning the general organ- 
ization, may «know little or nothing of 
the great work that they are by their 
meMbership with us, helping to carry 
on 


rhe -efficers ‘and directors therefore 
wish to express to you their personal 
interest and their readiness to be of 
any seryice to you:or to your club, 
and to briefly outline a few of the 
benefits that are yours because of 
your membership in the General Ied- 
eration of Women’s clubs, 
Benefits Derived From Membership. 
Direct membership in this organiza- 
on brings to your club copies of all 
literature sent out by the committees; 
the report of the biennial convention, 
the annual directory, and the Federa- 
tion Bulletin. the official magazine. 
Your members will find the bureau of 
information and the chairman of the 
standing committees always ready and 
willing to give assistance along all 
lines of work or study. And yet the 
greatest benefit will come ‘directly 
through your own delegates who re- 
port to you the council meeting or the 
biennial convention. , 
The copy of the Bulletin—and, in- 
deed, all other literature—should be 
considered as club property, and. such 
items given to the club as might be 
necessary for their information. 


Post Clubs About Federation Work. 


The real value of club federation 
can never be realized except as one 
knows of. the plans and results of fed- 
; A very little time 
given once a month would Keep your 
club informed of the work and its 
progress. In all of our clubs fifteen 
minutes once each month could be 
given to federation information, state 
and general, without destroying the 
continuity of the program and with 
advantage to the club’s members. 

What is the general federation? It 
is the union of all women’s club inter- 
ests. To give epression toa _ this 
union we have national officers and 
committees, whose .work covers the 
whole United States. 

We spend the dues received from 
the clubs and the state federation in 
making this work effective. We must 
held conventions or biennial gather- 
ings to compare notes, hear of the 
work planned and accomplished, and 
to get acquainted. The officers, di- 
rectors and committee members give 
their‘time and thought without com- 
pensation. 

Necessary Expenses of General 
eration. 


The board usually holds four meet- 
ines @uring a biennial period. As 
the board is composed of seven officers 
and eight directors who come from 
all parts’ of the counffy, and often 
from a reat distance, it was deemed 
wise to pay the neceSsary traveiing 
expenses incurred by each one from 
the general treasury. Then we have 
the expenses of the programs for the 
biennial and the ,council meetings. 
Owing to the generosity of the hostess 
clubs,* these meetings are not, as a 
rule, expensive for the federation, 
aside from the actuaT program ex- 
penses. 

One large 


Fed- 


item of expense is the 
printing .and. mailing of the biennial 
report; and then we have the station- 
ery and postage for our workers, and 
such clerical help as is actually neces- 
sary—all these to be considered as 
actual running expenses. 

' The ten standing committees and 
their two subcommittees each receive 
an appropriation of $100 for the bi- 
ennial period, a small item for each 
committee. considering the work that 
they do, but in the aggregate an item 
of note for the federation. It should 
be stated in thTs connection that this 
seldom covers the actual expense of 
the committee and eur faithful chair- 
men have, many, meény times, been at 
great personal expense in order to 
carry out their plans The expenses 
of the bureau of information run close 
to $2,000 a year. 


Will the Clubs Help the Federation? | 


The time has new come when we 
must devise some plan to increase oyr 
income, or when we must sacrifice 
the work in order to Keep the ex- 
penses safely inside that Income. We 
ask vour thought upon this matter. 
Is the work worth while? And to 
vyhat extent will vour club help to 
support a‘ greater federation? 

The general federation is proud of 
its bureau of information, and re- 
joices that it has met the wants of 
hundreds of clubs and thousands of 
club women The bureau Offers the 
choice of study outlines on nearly 
four thousand subjects; books from a 
loan collection of several hundred 
volumes: references, magazine articles 
and press clippings, information and 
assistance along all lines of club 
work We hope that you will use the 
bureau, and that you will freely refer 
your club members to it. AS you un- 
doubtedly know, the manager of the 
bureau is Mrs. Mary J]. Wood, Room 4, 
Congress block, Portsmouth, N. H.

Mrs. Decker’s prophecy is a realized 
fact—that we are not only a pow- 
but a determining, influence 
upon the civilization of the twentieth 
century.

Nothing 
daunted, we went right on buying books 
and magazines on credit from anybody 
who would offer to credit us. We are 
proud of the fact that the very 


first cash donation made to us was

our school boys, five years ago. 

Out of the small body of twelve 
members, with 150 books as stock in 
trade, our association has now grown 
about thirty members, owning a 
library stocked with near 1,460 books. 
Our fictton and: juvenile committees 
add to their shelves each month. The 
committee on standard and references 
keeps on the alert, and we ‘are very 
proud of that department of our li- 
brary. We keep open doors al] day, 
and have in connection a small rest 
room for women. The city gives us a 
room, rent free, 

Within the five years of our history, 
we have raised in round numbers 
$5,000. Our library was not born with 
a silver spoon in its mouth, and we 
have had to work hard; but our women 
have stood together in a solid phalanx, 
and the secret. of our success up to 
date is that each woman has her post, 
and sticks to it. We have learned to be 
specialists, and so much do we love 
our work, and so anxious are we for 
the fulfillment of our ideals, that all 
personal preferament is losts sight of, 
and we are willing to fill any niche. 

Some may ask, how we get our 
money? Almost every way you can 
think of, from selling ice cream to fos- 
tering a county fair. But, all through, 
it has been our policy to go strictly On 
a business basis. If we sell a plate of 
oysters, we put as many oysters in 
the plate as you get at a first-class 
cafe; for, you see—among other rea- 
sons—we want to sell again. We pay 
our debts promptly, and therefore get 
close terms. 

Finding bazars too small for our am- 
bition, we planned in the spring of 
1910 to organize, of our members, a 
Terrell County Fair Association, and 
promote a county fair. We securely 
locked up the little money we had on 
hand, for fear the fair project would 
sink it, and entered into the fair busi- 
ness just as we had into the library 
business—penniless, but determined. A 
sufficient amount, of money for our 
premium list was subscribed by Daw- 
son men. Then we went to work to 
solicit entries for displays. Some 
laughed at the idea of women making 
a success of a county fair! some posi- 
tively refused, and a few said they 
would see what they would do.

The Journal comments as foilows: 

The meeting was marked by in- 
telligence, dignity and enthusiasm 
throughout, and had the committee da- 
sired to treat the matter with a lack 
of seriousness, of which there Was not 
the slightest suspicion, the women, 
their cause, and the way they pre- 
sented it would have forced their re- 
spect. On the other hand, the gentle- 
men of the committee recognized that 
they were in the presence of superior 
women, who are staking all that ‘is 
dear to their hearts, on this issue, and 
their treatment of them was marked 
by the highest consideration. 

While conveying these requests in 
all the elegance and refinement of 
which the English language is capable 
by a cultured intellect, these women 
were not faltering suppliants, but 
made it plain that they were seeking 
justice and demanding what is theirs 
by right.

Presidential Race. 


G. O. P. Progressives Elated 
Over National Politics—Be- 
lieve They Will Name Can- 
didate and Force Democrats 
to Nominate a Conservative. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 3.—(Special.) 
Progressive republicans express the 
greatest satisfaction over the trend of 
national politics. They see a realign- 
ment of the two old political party or- 
anization on lines that are exactly 
what they had hoped for, but hardly 
dared to expect. All this has been 
brought about by the surprising 
growth of the progressive movement in 
the republican party, which now bids 
fair to ripen into a republican party 
platform based on the cardinal princi- 
ples of the progressive movement, and 
with a progressive candidate for pres- 
ident. 

The democratic situation with re- 
spect to. the next nominee for presi- 
dent and the platform to be adopted at 
Baltimore has changed. At the Jack- 
son Day @Ainner in Washington and 
other events in connection with the 
meeting of the democratic national 
committee the strength of Governor 
Woodrow Wilson was the striking fea- 
ture. But .a reaction has set in. This 
ls especially true of the south. The 
danger that confronted Governor Wil- 
son's candidacy has always been the 
two-thirds rule that prevails in demo- 
cratic national: conventions. It is so 
easy for the opposition to combine 
against the strongest candidate and 
control a little more than one-third 
of thesconvention. The possibility of 
halting the progress of the Wilson 
movement just short of the two-thirds 
vote required is now being discussed. 

This change of sentiment is due to a 
growing feeling among the democratic 
leaders that Theodore Roosevelt or 
some other progressive will be nomi- 
nated at--the Chicago convention. It 
has been’one of the weaknesses of the 
democratic party that it has always 
nad its eve out for the expedient thing 
in politics. Its inconsistency was illus- 
trated when it swung from Cleveland 
to Bryan in 1896, from Bryan to Parker 
in 1904, and then back to Bryan in 
1908. 

Want a Winner This Year. 

The deinocratic party is out this year 
to win, if possible. If the leaders think 
they can win- with Governor Wilson 
and a progressive platform, they will 
probably nominate him. But if it 
should develop that the republicans 
show a tendency to adopt a progres- 
sive platform and nominate Roosevelt, 
the democrats will probably see the 
futility of inaking a fight for the states 
west of the Mississippi, and will con- 
centrate their cfforts on the states of 
the east and south, with certain addi- 
tions to their strength in the middle 
west. With this object in view, they 
Will probably nominate a conservative 
candidate and adopt a conservative 
platform. 

“If Roosevelt is nominated,” said a 
southern democratic senator, who is 
classed aS a Woodrow Wilson man, “‘we 
will have to nominate Governor Har- 
Mon. 

This statement has been repeated by 
Other southern senators. It appears to 
be the logic of the democratic situa- 
Lion, 

The prospect of Roosevelt as an ad- 
Versary is not a pleasant one for the 
democrats. Their experience with him 
in past campaigns hag taught them 
something as to his resourcefulness, 
and, even if he be not the candidate 
this year, he is certain to be active in 
the campaign if the nominee of the 
Chicago convention and the platform 
adopted there are progressive. Season- 
ed politicians do not contemplate a 
‘ampaign with Roosevelt and Woodrow 
Wilson as the opposing candidates. 

It is this feeling of uncertainty that 
has seized upon democratic hopes, and 
has put. a temporary damper on the 
prospects of Governor Wilson. If the 
‘democrats should turn to Harmon, it 
would be with the expectation that 
the big business interests of the coun- 


try would raliy to their suppor; with} 
carry on aj}

The G, O. P. Progressives. 

Progressive republicans who have 
not been unmindful of this change in 
the situation sav thev will welcome 
such an issue. It would mean that 
the republican party would become 
permanently progressive, looking for 
its strength to the west and middle 
west, and that its ascendency in poli- 
tics would be insured for: vears to 
come, They do not believes that the 
democratic party can succeed as a re- 
ictionary organization. The last time 
it tried to throw of its progressive 
principles and return to the = spirit 
which inspired it in- the days of Grover 
(Cleveland it met with the mest disas- 
trous defeat in its history. That was in 
1904, when Aiton B. Parker was nom- 
inated at St. Louis, and Mr. Brvan was 
thrown into the political discard along 
with the principles for which he stood, 
The progressive republicans beliéve 
that their movement, which is now 
most strongly marked in the west and 
middle west, will continue to grow 
until it controls the east as well. But 
it has been the history of politics in 
this county that the east responds 
more slowly to progressive or reform 
movements, except in localities, than 
doves the west. The southern states are 
traditionally conservative. Many of the 
leading democrats of the south were 
whigs before the civil war. As in those 
davs, they are protectionists. 

The national situation is one of the 
mest interesting to old observers i 
politics it has been for years, 
is filled with uncertainty, and the 
vVelopments are being watched 
very close interest. Upon the outcome 
probably depends the character of the 
two old political organizations for sev- 
eral years to come.

GEORGIA HOLDS 


HIGH PLACE 


FOR EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS 


Washington, February 3.—(8pecial.) 
In the words of James C. Boykin, edi- 
tor of the United States Bureau of Ed- 
ucation, the state of Georgia occupies 
a leading place among the states in 
its record of educational progress ac- 
complished for the year 1911. Within 
this period it has passed a school code 
which compares most advantageously 
with any other similar legislation; it 
has subjected its teaching force to a 
uniform standard of efficiency; it has 
provided for the abolishment of weak 
schools by directing that they may be 
combined into a smaller number of 
strong ones, to which the pupils are 
to .be carried by transportation fur- 
nisKhed by the state. 

The following extracts relating to 
Georgia’s. remarkable achievements in 
education, accomplished during the 
twelvemonth just ended, are taken 
from Mr. Boykin’s monograph, “Edu- 
cational Legislation in 1911,” which 
will be published for free distribution 
in a few days by the bureau of edu- 
cation: 

“The new law of Georgia is indeed 
entitled ‘An act to revise the school 
laws of the state of Georgia,’ and in 
its importance to the state it is worthy 
of rank with any law that has been 
enacted within the decade; but it is 
limited in its scope and can scarcely 
be rated as a code comparable with 
that of Pennsylvania. 

“The agitation for a reform 
school system of Georgia has extended 


over the past five years, and the State !merly a n 
Teachers’ Association, the Conference a professional body of importance, 


of Eucation in the South, and the As- 
sociation of County School Commission- 
ers have all had a conspicuous part in 
it. Repeatedly within that time Dills 
in the interest of the schools have fail- 
ed of passage by the legislature, ap- 
parently because the public sentiment 
of the state had not sufficiently crys- 
tallized in favor of progressive ac- 
tion, but in every instance it was evi- 
dent that the efforts made were pro- 
ducing good results, and that the pub- 
lic school system was growing rapidly 
in popular favor. ; 

“The legislative session of 1911 saw 
the final success of the movement, and 
a bill was passed which incorporated 
all the essential improvements desired 
by the educational organizations, and 
gave to Georgia a school system that 
will compare favorably in its struc- 
ture with any state school organiza- 
tion in the country. The new law is 
a model of brevity and of clearness; 
it contains only twenty-four short par- 
agraphs, and théy leave little oppor- 
tunity for misunderstanding. 

“Its provisions do not apply to cities 
containing over 100,000 inhabitants 
(Atlanta only) or to certain county dis- 
tricts, and it does not interfere with 
the many specially incorporated local 
systems, except in relation to the

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ENGLAND IS TERMED NATION 


Floernce, February 3.—Robert Hich- 
ens, who has come to Italy to work 
on a new novel dealing with music, 
in which a musician is the hero, is in- 
dignant over the attitude of the for- 
eign press, especially the English, to- 
ward the Italian campaign in Trip- 
olf. A great lover of Italy and the 
Italians, understanding intimately the 
character and heart of the people, he 
declares that the charges that have 
been made against the Italian soldiers 
are absolutely unjustified, 

The attitude of the English press has 
caused rea] regret among the Italians. 
They thought that the English at least 
were their sincere friends. They were 
amazed and dumfounded at the igno- 
rance of themselves, their land, their 
policy, their progress, displayed by 
people who never weary of: printing 
books or writing articles on the pe- 
ninsula. 

“How do you account for the Eng- 
lish attitude?’ I said to Hichens. 

“I can't account for it,’’ he said, ‘‘ex- 
cept by thae attitude of self-sufficien- 
cy, of indifference to their surround- 
ings, the belief that they are @ race 
superior to all others and have noth- 
ing to learn from them that distin- 
guishes the English traveler and 
makes him so unpopular, I am sorry 
to say it, for I am English myself and 
love my country, but I am afraid it is 
true, 

“TI was glad to find when I arrived 
in England that the best people did 
not hold views disparaging to the Ital- 
ian soldiers, and to see how Lord Rob- 
erts and Joseph Chamberlain, to name 
but two, spoke out. You know, I only 
got to England from America after the 
war had broken out some weeks, It 
took e by surprise, I .confess, but 
then I do not occupy myself with poli- 
tics. 

“There is no doubt about it, we are 
a nation of self-righteous hypocrites 
and deserve the name of perfidious 
Albion. As for our diplomacy, we call 
the Latins ‘astute’ and ‘subtle’ and 
so forth, but upon my word, we beat 
them at the game. They are, white, 
candied, clear souls compared to us who 
profess {0 be so above board and hon- 
est. One never knows what our dip- 
lomats will be at and they can out- 
wit all the rest. <A foreign diplomat 
expressed that view to me once and 
he was right. But this outburst of 
sanctimonious horror becomes us least 
of any peoples, remembering what we 
have to our record, India and so forth. 

“Il, who know the Italians, know they 
are quite incapable of doing what these 
stav-at-home, armchair critics lay at 
their door. Why, they are the -kind- 
est-hearted people I Know, the Ital- 
ians, and I wish to include the Sicil- 
ians. Their lifelong devotion and grat- 
itude in return for even the smallest 
Kindness has touched me again and 
again. I could tell you many instances. 
So little is needed to gain their love, 

“T’ll tell you what the trouble was, 
[ who know the Arabs. and have liveé 
among them. “The Italians were too 
kind to them at the start; they trusted 
their word and one should never trust 
an Arab: never, unless you have eaten 
salt and bread with him in his house; 
then and only then.

Lieutenant Colonel Perkins and 
Surgeon Lung, known as “The Fight- 
ing Doctor,” and now with the At- 
lantic. fleet in Cuban waters as fleet 
surgeon, were the only two surviving 
officers out of five who participated in 
the engagement at Fanglii, April 1, 
1899. The others were slain and be- 
headed, including Lieutenant Philip V. 
Lansdale and Ensign John R. Mona- 
ghan, United States navy, and Lieu- 
tenant Angell Hope Freeman, Royal 
navy, who commanded the expedition. 

He is supposed to have been the 
only officer of the United States 
who ever commanded American and 
British soldiers at the same time. In 
the “History of the Navy,” by John D. 
Long, formerly secretary of the navy, 
he is given special mention for his 
work at Samoa.

“However, should congress be dis- 
posed to enact this bill into law, it is 
recommended that the following 
prgviso be added: 

“*And provided, further, That the 
said Constantine Marrast Perkins shall 
establish to the satisfaction of the 
secretary of the navy, by the usual 
examination prescribed by law for the 
grade of colonel in the marine corps, 
his physical, mental, moral and pro- 
fessional] fitness to perform the duties 
of said grade.’ 

“The necessity for this provision 
becomes apparent when it is ecw _l- 
ered that, if enacted into law, the pres- 
ent bill would confer upon Lieutenant 
Colonel Perkins the rank of colonel on 
the active list without ever having had 
any examination whatever for that.

A Bit of History. 
is a little bit hard for the long- 
established residents of Atlanta to 
bear it. politely, however, when new- 
comers, seeing only the present unset- 
tled state of matters musical, undertake 
to “learn” us just how benighted we 
are. Unfortunately, they ado not 
know that the “older inhabitants” have 
recollections and scrapbooks of an 
early musical life which would do 
credit to Boston or New York of pres- 
ent time, and that the Mozart, the 
Beethoven and the Rossini societies 
formed a “musical ancestry” for pres- 
ent Atlanta of which the younger gen- 
eration is as proud as they are smil- 
ingly tolerant of the patronizing su- 
periority of these same newcomers 
who would teach their grandmothers 
how to knit. 
Early Days of Music. 

The Rossini Society was the last of 
the three, and so the most vivid in 
the recollections of the largest num- 
ber of Atlanta people. 

“How many of the newer residents 
here Know that one of the assets of 
{the society was an orchestra of fifty 
‘or sixty pieces, and that people came 
. from far and near to hear the Rossini 
Society’s productions of grand opera””’ 
;asked one of the members last week, 
who is also one of the most active 
figures in every worthy musical en- 
terprise nowadays. 

“Symphony orchestras did not tour 
,_ the country then as they do now. but 
we had our own, and people came 
from far and near to hear our produc- 
tions of grand opera just as they do 
now for the metropolitan season. Not 
in such great numbers, but the old 
DeGive Opera house would be packed 
to the doors, and everybody would be 
,in full-dress—a fact which meant 
per neg in those days.”

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Rossini Society was “The Bohemian 
Girl,” and it was such a success that it 
had to be repeated. The costumes were 
from the best specialist in New York, 
and every detail was on the highest 
plane of excellence.

“It was inspired,” said the same 
speaker already quoted, “by Mrs. Wil- 
liam P. Ward, daughter of the distin- 
guished jurist, Judge William Erskine, 
and Mrs. . L. Bobertson, who was 
Miss Pollard, of Montgomery, and a 
singer of national reputation. Mrs. 
Ward was not herself a musician, ex- 
cept in a small way, but she knew 
music.

These, with other records, will show 
that there have been several distinct 
periods of musical activity in At- 
lanta, none of them having any ap- 
parent connection, and very little sim- 
ilaritvy of method, but most of them 
actuated by the same purpose—the 
hunger of a few people for good music 
and their desire to show others the 
joys it holds in store. The education- 
al, the cultural, note has often been 
sounded, but mainly it meant the edu- 
cation which has for its end intensi- 
fied enjoyment. 

Cencert Associations. 

Ten or twelve years ago Atlanta had 
a concert association which brought 
some of the world’s great artists here, 
Oscar Pappenheimer being the presi- 
dent; Captain Joseph Burke, vice presi- 
dent; W. Woods.White, secretary and 
treasurer, with Mrs. W. L. Peel and E. 
H. Thornton on the board of directors, 
and later Alex W. Smith headed an- 
other organization of similar purpose, 
which gave Atlanta opportunity to hear 
as g00d things as New York and Boston 
heard.

pany, and Atlanta people were present 
in force. The next winter the same 
company came on an independent basis, 
bringing its stars and its full quota 
of people, and Atlanta, having had ex- 
perience, stayed at home. 
Other Great Arlitsts. 

And then among violinists we have 
heard Petchnikoff, Ysaye, Leonora 
Jackson, Geraldine Morgan, Kubelik, 
Albert Spalding and others, the Schu- 
bert and Flonzaley string quartets, 
the Thomas orchestra, the Pasmore 
trio, and from time to time there has 
been musical inspiration enough with- 
in our gates to make possible the or- 
ganization of string quartets among 
local artists.

What It All Means. 

This passing glance over Atlarta’s 
musical history will show that she has 
always wanted music, and the best 
music, Even now she is re a 
$60,000 guarantee fund for a third sea- 
son in April of Metropolitan Grand 
Opera, and much more than $60,000 is 
what the season will pay. 


But Grand Opera by the Metropoli- | 


tan Grand Opera company is the only 
music Atlanta people go to hear. And 
to be satisfied with one week of music 
in a year does not mean a musical city. 

To bring culture here, and even to 
establish Grand Opera as an annnpal 
and an inevitable success, we must 
have something more substantial than 
we have now in the way of all-the- 
year-round patronage of music. 

The Philharmonic orchestra of the 
Atlanta Musical Association has been 
providing now for four years the best 
opportunity open to Atlanta for broad 
musical development among Atlanta 
people, and the attraction to our city 
of the most substantial element of 
outsiders. 

Grand Opera does its tremendous 
part during one week annually in ad- 
vertising us as a music-loving city, 
and bringing music-lovers here. But 
there must be something else provided 
for tne other fifty-one weeks to keep 
them after they get here. Moving 
pictures will hardly serve the purpose. 

It will not take any great amount 


with considerable patronage, but 
enough to cover the guarantee. 
isolated instances we have had ora- 
torio, which meet with overflowing 


of money. Witness, the fact that for 


three years and part of a fourth th 
Philharmonic orchestra has worrte 
along, most of the time without any 
money, and the rest of the time with 
very little. 

Yet its work has created a great 
deal of interest all over this country 
and Europe and its plans are being 
adopted by other oities. Even the 
moted iecturer, Mr. Woodward, who 
came here from New Orleans last 
week, spoke in his lecture of our 
work and wished New Orleans was as 
far advanced along symphony orches- 
tra lines. New rk and Chicago pa- 
pers are sending for oer pic- 
tures. The National ederation of 
Labor has passed laws for the condi- 
tions here never before known and 
yet more local recognition and _  co- 
operation is needed. 

It is a great opportunity for us to 
hear opera and foreign artists, but not 
until we develop our own community 
and maintain here a symphony or- 
chestra, which is the basis of musical 
‘development, can Atlanta expect to 
take her place among cultured cities. 
Mr. Woodward stated, “the south will 
continue to lose its young men and 
women (who do, if retained at. home, 
make a higher civilization fo us), 
when they must seek environment 
elsewhere.” 

Miss Harwood. 

The Musical Association hag had at 
its head since it was organized Miss 
Bertha Harwood, who was its inspira- 
tion, and what she has put into it

And not a small 
part of his tact and judgment con- 
sisted in the fact that, notwithstand- 
ing his taste and passion for music 
and the intense interest which a real 
proprietorship must have given him, 
he has steadily kept his hands off the 
artistic control of his enterprise, and 
has given his conductors full respon- 
sibjlity and, to the utmost extent pos- 
sibie, full control. This has not de- 
lfeved him from the burdeng and anxi- 
eties of the ownership of a great and 
delicately organized inatrument. “What 
the Boston Symphony orchestra has 
cost him in time and trouble, in an- 
noyances great and small, in perplexi- 
ties, in demands upon his patience, 
wisdom, and sense of justice no man 
—- know, the present writer once 
had occasion to say, upon authority.”

How a Sheet of Flame Might Sweep Lower New York from River to River, and 


Catch Half a 


T took about one quarter of the fighting strength 
| of the Fire Department of New York City to deal 
‘with the recent fire in the Equitable Building. The 


Equitable Building was not a very high skyscraper, it 
was surrounded by “fireproof” modern buildings, and 
the difficulties at this particular fire were not of the 
worst. 

There are other buildings in lower New York where 
a fire under the same conditions would tax the entire 
resources of the Fire Department. If such a fire should 
be under way with all the available fire machimery 
engaged in fighting it, what could be done if a second 
fire should break out and gain headway in another 
dangerous spot? 

If a fire should etart near. Chambers street and 
North River and be driven before a strong north west 
wind, it is believed ‘by many fire experts that a sheet 

of flame might sweep across the city to the East River, 
cutting off the Brooklyn Bridge. 

There are five thousand firemen in Greater New 
York, and two hundred and four fire engines. Neither 
this force nor any fire-fighting force would be able to 
stop a great conflagration in lower New York, which 
had once gained headway in a heavy wind and freezing 
tem perature. ‘ 

If the eurface lines and the elevated roads and the 
Brooklyn Bridge were cut off, it has been estimated 
that the subway, the tunnels and the ferryboats would 
be hopelessly inadequate as a meane of escape. If such 
a fire should eweep lower New York during business 
hours, it has been estimated that half a million people 
might be caught like rats in a trap. 

But all this bas been well thought out by the in- 
eurance experts and other authorities. So real is the 
menace of a great fire in New York that plans were 
made by experts, dividing the city off into districts, 
each district protected from a conflagration in an ad- 
joining district by great fireproof bulkheads. But no 
move has ever been made to actually carry into effect 
any practical, reliable safeguard against a great fire. 
New York has before it the history of great fire disasters 
in other citles. The dangers and the remedies have 
been pointed out—and the menace of a great digaster 
still remains. 

Firemen define a conflagration as a fire that has “got- 
ten away.” Given groups of buildings that will burn, 
any combination of two or three out of a dozen possible 
and highly probable conditions will produce a con- 
flagration. San Francisco was destroyed by a certain 
combination of these. conditions; Baltimore by another: 
Toronto, in Canada. by a third, afd Chelséa, in Maesa- 
chusetts, by a fourth. 

“If the two or three conditions which are necessary 
to start a conflagration ever occur simultaneously, we 
will have a fire horror in this city which will discount 
the records of Boston, Chicago, San Francisco and Bal- 
timore,” said Professor Woolson in the Journal of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers of May, 1911. 

“Unless present conditions are»changed, New York 
is doomed to a great conflagration like those of San 
Francisco and Baltimore,” said Richard L. Humphrey, 
engineering. specialist of the National Advisory Board 
of the Federal Government, speaking before the Merritt 
Committee of 1910. 

“A New York conflagration is more than possible, 
and will continue to be 60 long as the areas on the 
east and west sides of lower New York are filled with 
combustible materials.” testified before the same com- 


a catastrophe. Chambers street runs across the island 


from the Hudson River to the t River. Its length 
is approximately 5,000 feet. From Fifty-ninth street 
to Chambers etreet it is 2.9 miles. From Chambers 
street to Battery Park is 5.500 feet. Chambers street 
will form the base of an irregular triangle of which the 
Battery is the tip.

Now the map showing the fire geography of New 
York, as plotted out by the fire insurance underwriters, 
shows clearly the reason for this. The diagrammatic 
copy of it printed on this page shows the location of 
the “conflagration breeders” of lower Manhattan and 
of the districts above Chambers street as well. 

The accuracy of this view of the underwriters can 
be gauged by comparisons with other cities. In 1906 
the Board’s engineers reported on Chelsea, Mass., in- 
dicating the rag district of that city as the conflagra- 
tion breeder. Two years after the fire that burned 
Chelsea started in the rag district. Note the location 
of the rag district in the New York map. In 1907 the 
engineers pointed out a group of city lots in Bangor, 
Maine, as the breeder. Four years later a fire starting 
in that particular group burned Bangor. Six months 
before San Franciscd burned, the Board reported: “San 
Francisco has violated all precedents and underwriting 
traditions by not burning up. That it has not done so 
is largely due to the vigilance of the Fire Department.” 

The fire underwriters made an examination of New 
York in 1905. The Government lent them the aid of 
Captain John S.

mittee C. M: Goddard, president of the National Fire 
Protection Association. 

The conditions mentioned may be likened to a torch. 
A torch is harmless if there is nothing it may set fire 
to. The trouble is that lower Manhattan is sown 
thickly with what firemen call “conflagration breeders.” 
Conflagration breeders are buildings filled with ma- 
terials which are most susceptible to fire and which 
burn the most dangerously. All around these are what 
are called “conflagration a These are buildings 
which would not of themsel¥es produce a conflagration 
but once the great fire is started make it spread rapidly 
beyond control 

For instance, a few blocks below the Brooklyn Bridge 
are acres of structures stored with drugs and chemicals 
—the wholesale chemical district of New York. These 
places are “conflagration breeders.” Around them are 
hundreds of tenements of the lower East Side, many 
of them built of wood; all of them with wooden in- 
teriors. They form blocks frém six to eight hundred 
feet long. Their hollow centres are not easily acces 
ible to the firemen and are highly inflammable. These 
are a sample of “conflagration feeders.” Substitute 
other substances than chemicals for the breeders and 
other tenements and buildings of a similar kind for the 
feeders, and you have the make up of practically all 
lower New York—the kindling for the big torch. 

Sticking up high ‘through these are the skyscrapers. 
Fire proof, you will say. Not at all, teply the fire ex: 
perts. They are “horizontal volcanoes,” which fn a con 
flagration, aid in its spread, cannot be reached by the 

present apparatus, and are the prime creators of the 

dreaded “conflagration blast,” which can set buildings 

aflame five to six hundred feet away and makes the 
men's work impossible 

Yan over lower Manhattan and see just how it is 

made up and why & great fire there would be such 


how many could 
escape by boat

how many down the elevators of the skyscrapers? 
Although many billions of dollars are stored in this 
territory, the insurance risk in the whole section is little 
more than two billion dollars and the actual “loss-pay- 
ing ability” only about $300,000,000. When the Merritt 
Investigating Committee of the New York State Legis- 
lature was holding its inquiry into the insurance situa- 
tion in 1910, this point was strikingly brought out. 
George W. Hayes, who represented the New York 
Oredit Men’se Association, testified: “There are hun- 
dreds and thousands of men who are not carrying ade- 
quate insurance because they can’t get it.” It was 
shown that in the triangle are many buildings which

al exposures, the 
narrowness of the 
streets, inadequa- 
cy of the water 
supply and dis- 
tribution, together with the enormous. values _in- 
volved, combine to make the situation in Manhattan 
by far the most serious fire and conflagration hazard I 
have ever seen. 

“The conclusion is inevitable that the magnificent 
personnel of the Fire Department has been the only 
thing that has prevented sweeping conflagrations in the 
past. The existing physical conditions, not to mention 
inefficient engines and a deteriorated alarm system, 
constitute a handicap under which any mere human 
agency, however perfect, must ultimately fall.” 

Now against this menace of conflagration what has 
New York to offer in the way of a fighting force? 
There are 4,416 men available for active duty, divided 
as follows: Manhattan, 1,364; Bronx, 532; Richmond, 
169; Brooklyn, 1,352, and Queens, 399. This Is the 
full force. 

There are 202 horse-drawn steam engines, one auto: 
mobile engine and one gasoline engine, horse drawn. 
There are 118 hook and ladder trucks, 207 tenders, 7 
water towers, 6 automobile hose wagons, 75 chief's 
wagons, 10 fireboats, 1,508 horses. 24 automobiles and 
10 fuel wagons 

There is besides the high pressure water main s¥stem. 
This extends clear across Manhattan below Twenty- 
third street, with a hydrant every two hundred and 
seventy feet These are equal to sixty fire engines. 
In lower Manhattan, below Chambers street, the high 
pressure zone is confined to the few blocks bounded 
by Chambers street on the north, Nassau street on the 
east, Maiden Lane on the south and the East River 
on the east. This covers only about onethird of the 
whole district and leaves Broadway and the whole 
lower West Side, with its approaches to the Hudson 
tubes and the Subway entrances, unprotected. 

Manifestly in the last analysis the department's 
efficiency is equal only to its number of men, its fire 
engines, and its high pressure and fire alarm systems. 

To gain an idea of how efficient men and engines would 
be in the case of such a conflagration as the one under 
discussion, look at the large picture at the right hand 
corner of this page. Five thousand firemen rolled into 
one would make a fireman almost exactly one hundred 
feet high; the engines rolled together would make one 
engine about sixty feet high. As the capacity of the 
average engine is 800 gallons a minute, the capacity of 
this engine would be 160,000 galions a minute. In 
other words, the water discharged from this imaginary 
engine would in one minute fill a square tank having 
sides of ten feet to the height of about 215 feet. The 
hose from such aén-engine, to allow the water to pass 
through at the same speed as through the six-inch 
hose of the present engine, would have to be abou 
seven feet in diameter ' 

You can see at once by the picture the relative sizes 
of this equipment against a fire sweeping down from 
Chambers street. It would be just about as effective 
as a boy playing a garden hose on the Metropolitan 
Tower in an effort to put out a “*fire that 
was burning from top to base. It will be objected that 
the comparison is unfair; that this composite man and 
engine are really not as effective as the units of which 
they are composed. 

To this it may be answered that any fire fighting 
system in the presence of a great fire is never any- 
where near as effective as it is supposed to be. 

President Harold Herrick, quoted before, also had 
this to say before the Merritt Committee: “Every 
conflagration occurs under unfavorable conditions. 
When Boston was burned all the horses had the epizoo- 
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tic and they. couldn’t pull the engines. Wen use 
When Chelsea burned there was & Ara ved: 
sixty or seventy mile gale blowing 
tnat carried the flames like a forest 
fire. When San Francisco burned the BR Ty A 2 
earthquake had broken all the water Pahl Rr | 
pipes. There is always something of aN eis 
that kind.” RN 
Arthur E. MacFarlane, writing in TR ey 
McClure’s Magazine recently, said: a iit 
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great, is obviousl¥ useless against a Ne 
fire half a mile square, which cannot tN y 
be approached within 5600 feet. In the 
Baltimore fire the streams were use- 
less. It had to run its course until 
stopped by a stream it could not 
cross.” 
What has New York to offer in the 
way of water mains? San Francisco’s 
were broken by an earthquake, it is 
true, but a number of other causes 
might produce the seme result. 
The Investigating Committee of 
1910 was warned of this very danger 
by Moses Tannenbaum, a leading New 
York insurance broker. Mr. Tannen:- 
baum called attention to the constant 
blasting operations going on in which 
quantities of dynamite were entrusted 
to many careless and ignorant. fore 
men. “In 1904,” said Mr. Tannen- 
baum, “it was shown that dynamite 
was being stored within a few feet of the city principal 
water main. Why should the mains of che high pres» 
ure service be any safer?” 
While Mr. Tannenbaum was telling the committee 
, this there came the great Pintsch gas explosion in the 
Grand Central tunnel, wrecking the whole neighbor- 
hood. 
Two days after the Equitable fire the 
public learned that the great gas mains 
which run under Broadway had been 
broken, and had been pouring thousands 
of feet of illuminant into the shell otithe 
building and anywhere else in the feigh- 
borhood that it could find a place. It was 
actually forty-eight hours after the fire 
thatthat the leak was stopped During 
that time the trolleys: were not allowed to run 
on lower Broadway for fear that a spark might 
set off this gas. Quantities escaped into the 
subway. It only needed a spark to set off an 
explosion that would have scattered ruin five 
hundred feet around the Equitable Build- 
ing, and almost certainly would have 
broken the water mains. 

Now for the fire alarm system. 

Manifestly the quicker an alarm is 
turned ‘in after a fire breaks out the 
quicker the engines can get to the fire 
and the less chance there is of its epread- 
ing. The fire alarm system is the nerves 
of the Fire Department. Commissioner John- 
son gives as one of his reasons for hoping 
that a great fire will never visit New York, 
the rapidity with which the force reaches the 
outbreak But manifestly, too, this rapidity 
depends upon how good is the system. ‘ 

Experts have described the New York fire 
alarm system as “the worst in the world.” 

It was installed back in 1869, and such cities 
as Rochester and Detroit discontinued it ten 
years ago. Even the company which put up 
the signal boxes has long since stopped making them 

When one of these ancient signal boxes rings, a gong 
rings; but that does not sound the alarm; the alarm 
does not sound until a lever in the box is pulled. An 
excited man, or one who could not read or one who 
would not take the time to read the printed instructions 
would—and does—think when he hears the gong that he 
has sounded the alarm, and runs off in the confident be- 
lief that the fire company would be promptly on the 
scene. But that is not all. In order to make the alarm 
sound he must pull the lever down—all the way, not 
part of the way—he must not hold it, and he must not 
pull it twice. Is it any wonder that panic-stricken fire

The underwriters’ experts of 1905 also traced the in- 
dividual alarm wires to the main cables. They found

“The region dependent upon this single cable con- 
tains the most dangerous conflagration hazards in the 
City of New York, and it is said by competent authori- 
ties that they are the most dangerous conditions to be 
found in any city In the world. The responsibility rest- 
ing upon this one cable, therefore. it is impossible ade- 
quately to describe.” 

Suppose, however, that the fire alarm system has 
worked perfectly and that the water mains are all right, 
but that through some of the other natural causes the 
fire has assumed the size of a conflagration. What then 
can the firemen and engines do against it? 

Here enters the factor of the “conflagration blast.” 
and the enormous heat engendered by a great fire. if 
one house is burning thoroughly the flames will rise to 
a height proportionate to its size, and the combustible 
nature of building and contents. Two houses burning 
beside each other will send up a higher flame than one: 
three houses higher than two. The height of the 
column of flame and heat is directly proportionate to 
the area of the matter that feeds it. This is a simple 
matter of physics, easily demonstrable. 

When this column ig acted upon by a high wind it 
becomes a&@ monstrous blowpipe; its blast is directed

‘‘Lower New York Most Dangerous”’

|g has been suggested that wind and weather conditions might spread a 


fire from river to river across the lower portion of New York and 
threaten the southern end of the city. it Is true that in lower New 


York the department would find its*most serious difficulties. In Nassau 
and Willlam streets, especially in the chemical and drug districts, we 
would have cause for the greatest apprehension. Here the streets are 
very narrow and many bulidings are old, nestled alongside the modern 
skyscrapers, and there are many warehouses filled with pecularly dan . 
gerous, inflammable and even explosive chemicals, 

if a fire should seem to be beyond the control of the means ordinarily 
employed at great fires the department has in reserve a special corps 
known as “Sappers and Miners” drilled In the use of explosives for de- 
stroying buildings in the path of the flames, where the department would 
make its stand, and by this means put a limit to the area that might be 
doomed to destruction. 

As to the possibility of a conflagration extending from river to river 
and sweeping all of lower New York, this | should regard as utterly im 
probable. Even if such a disaster were assumed possible, | think the 
ferry capacities, with the added assistance of the ocean steamers and 
other river craft, would be able to carry away the people below the Brook. 
lyn Bridge without lose of life.

“How does water put out fire?” 

The pupils on exhibition had al! been study- 
ing chemistry and had passed very creditable 
examinations on what they had learned in 
their books, but unfortunately the books had 
failed to inform them on this extremely im- 
portant and practical point 

One said: “Water puts out the fire by 
drowning it.” 

“How does it drown it?” asked the ques- 
tiloner 

The pupil couldn’t tell, and everybody 
laughed. 

Another thought he knew how it was: “It 
makes it wet.” he said. “and fire can’t burn 
when it’s wet.” 

“How can anything make fire wet?” de- 
manded the relentless questioner; and again 
the pupil had to shake bis head in despair 
and sit down. amid the universal merriment. 

And so the question went the entire round, 
and not one was found who could tell how 
water puts out fire. Every one knew the fact 
tbat it does put it out, but nobody could tel} 
how or why. 

Then, as if to redouble his triumph. the 
avestioner put another poser. which proved 
even worse than the first: 

“Well,” he said, “we all know that water 
puts out fire, although it seems you don’t 
know how it does it. Now, tell me. please, 
why does a little water make the fire burn 
‘Bercer and @ great deal of water put it out?”

Nobody could answer that, either, although 
one bright-witted young lady suggested that it 
might be for the same reason that a glass of 
water does a person good. while a pondful 
might drown one. 


She had hit the nail very fairly on the head. 
as we shall see a little later. 

But really, it is not so easy to explain how 
water puts out fire. 

in order to understand how water acts when 
thrown upon a fire by a fire engine or from a 
bucket we must first know what fire is and 
what keeps it burning. Fire is a form of 
chemical combustion in which flames make 
their appearance. There may be combustion, 
or burning, without flame, although not with- 
out heat. When a dody becomes heated from 
any cause and wastes away, turning into 
something else (as. for instance, into smoke 
and ashes). it fs said to undergo combustion. 


Now, in the process of combustion, or burn- 
ing, there must always be at least two things 
concerned. In the first place, there must be 
the combustible, or the body which burns, and 
in the next place there must be some sup- 
porter of combustion, in the midst of which 
the combustion takes place. When wood 
burns in the open air the wood is the com- 
bustible and the air ta the supporter of the 
combustion. 

It is easy to prove that the wood could not 
continue to burn’if it were not surrounded 
by air, for the air may be removed, leaving 
the burning wood in a vacuum, or perfectly 
empty space, whereupon the flame will dis- 
appear and the flame will die out 


Now, how does the air support the combus- 
tion.of the wood? The answer is that it sup- 
plies something which is essential to the act 
of combustion, and that sometbing ia the gas 
called oxygen. There cannot be combustion 
without oxvgen. because in the chemical 
change that goes on in burning bodies the 
elements of those bodies unite with oxygen to 
form .the substance which chemists, call ox- 
ides. If thera is no oxygen to combine with 
there will be no chemical change, and. there- 
fore. no combustion. The heat and light that 


accompany the burning of wood or gas are 
produced by the combustion or oxidation of 
the elements composing the wood or gas. 
Heat may serve to start combustion, but 
after the burning begins the heat given off is 
the result of and not the cause of the com- 
bustion 


We must get a clear understanding of the 
nature of fire before we try to see how water 
‘puts it out, and so we will go a little further 
in the explanation of combustion and the part 
that the oxygen plays in it. Anybody who 
has ever watched a big building burning must 
have noticed how, without regard to the ef- 
forts of the firemen, the flames will alter- 
nately die down and then burst out again with 
tremendous fury ang light up al] the sur- 
roundings almost with the brightness of 
day. Whenever such a sudden outburst oc- 
curs we may be gure that more oxygen has, 
in some manner, been eupplied to reinforce 
the combustion. It may be that some new 
fuel has been reached by the flames, or it may 
be that a sudden draught, or flow of wind, 
has blown fresh air upon the embers and 
thus revived them. The air consists prin- 
cipally of two gases, oxygen and nitrogen, 
which are simply ‘mixed together, and not 
chemically combined, so that when it (the 
air) reaches the flame the oxygen imme- 
diately begins to take part in the process of 
combustion and spreads and intensifies the 
fire. That is the reason why a strong wind 
is so dangerous during a big fire. It con- 
stantly brings fresh supplies of air to the 
flames and the latter seize upon the oxygen 
and grow ever brighter and hotter. 


On the other hand, if a dead calm prevails 
during a fire, the flames are much more easi- 
ly controlled, because after a time all the 
oxygen in the air immediately in contact with 
the fire is burned out, so to speak, and the 
oxides formed by the combustion, such as 
carbon dioxide, being themselves unburnable 
and banging in thickening clouds about the 
fire tend to smother it and put it out. 

A most striking and beautiful proof of the 
necessity of a supply of oxygen to keep a fire 


going, and of the power of oxygen, if enough 
of it be present, to make a fire get hotter 
and hotter, can be shown by an experiment. 
Everybody knows that iron will not burn like 
wood with a flame and a brilliant light, al- 
though in a big fire like the Kquitable disas- 
ter it will melt and twist and even be par- 
tialy consumed. But iron can easily be made 
to burn, giving off a light far more intense 
than that of a gas flame, if it be placed in an 
atmosphere of pureoxygen. This can bé done 
in what chemists call a bell-jar filled with 
oxygen. In such a jar an iron wire that has 
been made red hot by plunging it into a fire 
will blaze and fly off in sparks like a brilliant 
plece of fireworks 

On the contrary, if a piece of wood or of 
coal is burned under a bell-jar containing 
ordinary air, and if the jar is closed so that 
no fresh air can enter it, after a little while 
the fire will go out of itself, becatise when all 
the oxygen has been exhausted from the air 
in the jar nothing will be left except the ni- 
trogen, the other gas that goes to make up air 
—and nitrogen, inste 1 of being, like oxygen,a 
supporter of combustion, tends to extinguish 
combustjon and will not itself burn at any 
ordinary temperature Besides, the oxides 
formed by the combustion, as already ex- 
plained, tend to put out the fire. 

And now we are prepared to see how water 
acts in putting out fire. ‘ 

First, we may take the last of the posers 
that the schoo] board examiner put to the 
pupils: “Why does a little water sometimes 
vmake the fire burn brighter?” 

The reason is because the e'ements of 
water themselves are combustible. Water 
consists of oxygen and hydrogen. The first, 
ag we have just seen, is the great supporter 
of cumbustion, while hydrogen, instead of 
resisting combustion, like nitrogen, will also 
burn if it fs heated uv to a few hundred 
degrees. So, if a sprinkle of water is thrown 
on a very hot fire, consisting of a great 
body of flames, the heat Is sufficient almost 
instantly to turn the water into steam and 
to dissociate the oxygen and hydrogen, and 
both of them immediately burn, the oxygen 


especially adding to the intensity of the fire, 
just as happens when a draught of wind 
brings more atmospheric oxygen into the 
flames. Thus a litt’. water ig worse than 
useless when thror a upon a conflagration 

But now turn to the other question, How 
comes, it then, that a great deal of water 
does not also reinforce the combustion by 
supplying oxygen all ready to unite.in the 
burning? 

The answer is that in this case, when there 
ie an abundance of water poured in from 
huge hose pipes, and falling in a deluge upon 
the flames, the heat of the latter is insuf.- 
ficient in quantity to rapidly turn the water 
into steam and then dissociate the. oxygen 
and the hydrogen. 

Aud a very remarkable property of water 
now comes into play. Water has a very 
high specific heat. That means simply -that 
it takes an extraordinary amount of heat 
to change water from the cold liquid to the 
hot, vaporous form which we cal] steam. 
The heat of the fire is swiftly devoured, 
so to speak, by the water falling upon it 
and absorbing it. If you are near a burning 
building when the water from the firemen’s 
hose pipes reaches it, pouring in through 
the windows or the broken roof, or walls, 
you will perhaps hear a tremendous hissing 
and see clouds of steam rising. The forma- 
tion of that steam has suddenly drawn an 
immense quantity of heat from the com- 
bustion going on in the building, and s0 
has tended powerfully to cool off the com- 
bustibles and to subdue the rage of the flames. 
Because of the great specific heat capacity 
of water and the consequent absorption of 
heat from the fire to form the steam, there 
is not heat enough left over to release the 
oxygen from the hydrogen, or to set the 
two in their still combined state burning, 
and thus the constant streams of water 
pouring In and the clouds of steam arising 
serve as a blanket, not itself combustible, 
which shuts off the air from the flames, and 
thus prevents them from obtaining oxygen 
from the surrounding atmosphere as fue) 
as they did before, 
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“Wrap yourself well, wear 
stout boots and rubber over- 
shoes, to fortify yourself 
against changes in the 
weather.”

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Candles That Grow 


trees have recently come to 

the Government Plant Bureau 
through the hands of our, agricul- 
tural explorers. Both of them might 
be called light bearers, though in 
ways somewhat different. , 

One of them is the “pili” nut tree, 
which grows in the southern part 
of the island of Luzon, and nowhere 
else in the Philippines. It is quitea 
large tree, and its seed is described 
as extraordinarily rich in flavor. All 
the Americans in the Philippines 
think it the finest nut grown. When 
the nuts are roasted, if a lighted 
match be touched to one of them, 
it will “burn like a lamp” so rich is 
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It is believed that the tree would 
thrive in Florida, southern Louisiana 
and Mississippi, where the climate 
is warm and damp—not very unlike 
the climate of the southern part of 
Luzon. 

The other tree is a native of the 
Isthmus of Panama, and is one of 
the most remarkable trees of the 
tropics.

Disease germs are the principal 
factors in producing and develop- 
ing species, according to Dr. Ee- 
cles. Man is being improved by 
disease. The author quotes many 
modern scientists in support of his 
views. 

Dr. Eccles discussed the Berlin 
epidemic with a representative of 
this newspaper and agreed that it 
might be a factor in purifying the 
human race. 

“This bacillus,” he sald, “is more 
deadly than that of chelera. To it 
must be ascribed many of the cases 
erroneously reported from time: to 
time as cases of ptomaine poison. 

“The bacillus botulinus does not 
produce a ptomaine, but a toxin— 
a deadly poison, which is readily 
dissolved by the gastric juices, and 
at once invades the whole nervous 
system. When the germs are pres- 
ent in great quantities death comes 
very quickly—within from fifteen 
minutes to twenty-four hours. 

“This germ thrives on protein— 
a substance contained in the lean 
of meat, the white of egg, the ca- 
sein of milk and the gtuten of 
wheat. It does not originate in 
those substances, but is undoubt- 
edly communicated by physicaycon- 
tact with a carrier of the 4 

“Many of us may carry aroufid 
this bacillus and communicate it to 
foods we touch without in any way 
feeling any ill effects ourselves. If 
we are sufficiently strong, mentally 
and physically, to throw off the pol- 
son generated by the germ, we go 
unseathed. .

“Of the articles of food most com- 
monly «ten. meringue pie, Char. 
lotte Russe, mince pie, canned beans, 
meats and fish are most apt to 
carry the bacillus botulinus. As 
far as canned goods are cobterned, 
there is no danger, unless the can 
is bulging or has a hole in it. 

“The spread of this disease can 
best be prevented by the general 
adoption of habits of persona! 
cleanliness Typhoid, cholera and 
. scarlet fever,as well as the dread- 
ful disease following the introduc- 
tion of the bacillus botulinus into 
the system, are undoubtedly com- 
muyicated from person to person 
and from person to food.” 

The conclusion that the outbreak 
forms part of nature’s plan to purify 
the race starts with the observation 
of great improvements that have 
occurred in animal and vegetable 
races after prolonged attacks of 
certain germ diseases. 

As far as the human race 1g con. 
cerned, it finds itself just now in 
especial need of a purifying agent. 
Since the growth cf industrialism 
and great cities in Europe there 
has arisen an enormous class of 
physically and mentally unfit per- 
sons, including tramps, crimina]s 
and slum dwellers.

Thus it happens that 
a man of good mental power, though 
physically delicate, would probably 
resist the disease, while a mentally 
unfit person, though comparatively 
robust, would succumb. 

‘ The scene in the Berlin municipal 

lodging house when the outbreak 
began beggared anything described 
in Dante’s “Inferno” or pictured in 
Holbein’s “Dance of Death.” 

There were 4,000 people in the 
shelter at the time, and more were 
clamoring to get in on account of 
the bitter cold weather. 

The trouble began on the after- 
noon following the Christmas sup 
per. Some of the inmates became 
suddenly doubled up with pain, 
They turned purple, vomited ter- 
ribly and complained of severe 
pains in the head. 

Many of the victims died within 
fifteen minutes of 
the first appear- 
ance of the symp- 
toms, In other 


riods, not exceeding twenty-four 
hours. The traces of the bacillus 
hotulinug in the. intestines af the 
dead men were in many cases very 
slight, showing how easily this germ 


When the authorities realized 
that.an epidemic was raging they 
refused to let any of the inmates 
leave the shelter for fear that they 
would spread contagion through the 
city.. This produced, a climax of 
horror. : me 2? 

The poor wretches became ‘crazy 
with fear. They clamored. and 
cried in vain to be let out. From 
time to time one of them would be 
attacked by the disease and im- 
mediately carried away to the isola 
tion hospital before the eyes of his 
terror-stricken companions. 

In assuming that., the diseases 
might be contagicus the authorities 
were largely rigit. The bacillus bo- 
tulinus is contagious in the sénse 
that typhoid fever is. The germ 
may easily be carried to the mouth 
by the hand which has touched 4p 
infected vubject. oe 

It was ascertained that the 
source of infection came principally 
from a supply of very cheap cured. 
fish known as “Bismarck herring,” 
which had been sold in the street 
of Berlin before the outbreak av 
five for a penny. 
poor tramps had eaten this fish. 
It is also probable that the germs 
came from other scurces, as they 
occur in almost any kind of food. 

Outbreaks of the disease, which 
could not have spread from the n- 
nicipal shelter, occured at other 
places in and around Berlin. Other 
cases have been reported recently 
in other large cities in various parts 
of Europe. ,

The Can of Corn. | 


By Jane Eddington. 
HE can of corn is one of the too 
reliable supplies in some pan- 
tries. It is often opened, dump- 
ed into a saucepan, indifferently sea- 
soned, and then offered as a vege- 
table to the long suffering. 

But if treated more respectfully 
than this the’can of corn, or a part 
of it may really appear on the table 
in a very palatable and worthy way. 
The pure cellulose cover of the Ker- 
nel {s no more digestible when it has 
been canned than it ig straight from 
the cob, so we lose nothing if we 
manage to discard this. Yet we need 
to save all the substance that adheres

Theretically any cream soup is a 
puree of veretable added to a white 
sauce, but practically there are only 
a few kinds in which the ingredi- 
ents cn be put together in that or- 
der, except by very patient and care- 
ful people to secure supreme success. 
If the white sauce is made first; that 
is to say, if the milk used be first 
thickened, it must be very thorough- 
ly cooked—not less than twenty min- 
utes—or it will have a sort of poor 
ege sauce taste, less the egg, which 
is not an agreeable or palatable taste. 
As it must be stirred every minute 
while the vegetable is being added no 
small amount of patience is required 
to put it together. 

If the thickening is put in the soup 
last, being the last process, the mat- 
ter is more likely to be thoroughly 
a-tended to. 

If salt pork is used it is best to 
fry out the little squares first, add 
the corn and cook it a little, then add 
the milk and strain before thickening. 

The two following recipes are two 
different ways, out of a great num- 
ber I have in different recipes for 
this one thing, of making corn soup. 


Cream of Corn Soup IL—Make a white 
sauce as follows: Put two level table-'! 
spoons of butter in a saucepan and stir! 
until melted and bubbling; add two} 
level tablespoons of flour mixed with, 
a fourth teaspoon of salt and a tiny | 
bit of pepper and sti) until thorough- 
ly blended. Poor on to this gradually | 
one cup of milk, siding about one- 
third at a time, stirring until well! 
mixed, then beating until smooth and | 
glossy. Add about a cup of corn to 
this, let it heat through then strain 
and heat again. Serve with wafers. 

Cream ef Corn Soup II.—To one-half 
can of corn add one cup of water and 
salt and pepper to taste. Scald and 
strain, then. add two cups of milk 
and a piece of butter. Thicken with 
a scant tablespoon of flour mixed with 
cold water. A little celery added to 
the corn is an improvement. 

Corn Pudding—One can of corn, two 
well beaten eggs, one teacup of sweet 
milk, one tablespoon sugar, one plece 
of butter the size of a walnut, a little 
salt and pepper. Put in greated bak- 
ing Gish and bake a nice brown. 

Corn Oysters I—Mix one-half can of 
corn with two well beaten eggs, one 
teaspoon butter, one small teaspoon! 
salt, a little pepper and enough flour 
to make a stiff batter. Fry the pan- 
cakes or drop in hot lard.

Meat and Potatoes. 


By Jane Eddington. 

¥ THE work is well done, meat and 

potatoes cooked together—the po- 

tatoes enriched and flavored by 
the meat, and the meat extended by 
the potatoes—make a very attractive 
dish. Deftness and daintiness, clean- 
liness and care, must be exercised, or 
the best recipe in the world for these 
things’ will give anything but a satis- 
factory product. A great deal depends 
upon the cooking. Potatoes in any 
form cannot be cooked too fast and 
retain their flavor; and, except for 
the stew and hash, this combination 
usually is cooked in the oven, where 
the heat can but ought not to be raised 
very high. 

A plan scalloped potato must be 
cooked slowly to be delicious. Of 
course, the milk makes this necessary, 
but potatoes, when raw to start with, 
when cooked in layers with meat, must 
not be cooked too fast. Many people’s 
failure in getting good baked potatoes 
is due to the fact that they cook them 
too fast. 

And, by the way, one of my friends 
believes that a raw potato stabbed 
several times with the tines of an iron 
fork, and then baked, is the most de- 
licious baked potato in the world. I 
am sure that jt is very good, bu¢ I 
am not quite ready to say that it is 
the best, But to make some little 
break or cut in the skin of a potato 
that is to be baked is a good thing. 


I think that all the following recipes 
are good ones, although I have not 
first hand knowledgé of all. 

Escaloped Beef and Potatoes—Fill a 
caserole or baking dish with alternate 
layers of boiled sliced beef and sliced 
raw potatoes; season with salt and 
pepper. Pour over this meat stock to 
cover. This ig perhaps best if thick- 
ened a little with flour. Cover the 
whole with bread crumbs and dot with 
a little of the fat from the top of 
the kettle after the béef was boiled, 
instead of butter—use but little. Cook 
until potatoes are tender. Additional 
seasonings to suit the taste may be 
added to this scallop. 

Beef en Casserole.—Cut a pound of 
the upper round of beef into small 
pieces; slice two small onions and 
brown with the beef in a hot pan 
greased with drippings. Rub a sas- 
serole with the drippings, cover the 
bottom with a layer of sliced raw pota- 
toes, put in the browned beef, and 
season to taste. Cover with a layer 
and then with hot steckor hot water to 
cover all. Fit the cover of the dish 
on perfectly tight and cook jn a 
moderate oven until done. A little 
carrot or other vegetables to taste 
may be added to this, but if the pota- 
toes ar@m well cooked, and the meat 
and these are well blended in a soft 
liquid, the dish is good without ad- 
ditions. 

Beef Pastie.—One and a half pounds 
of flank beef, one large quart of pota- 
toes cut in small cubes, two tablespoon- 
fuls of chopped onion, one pint of 
water, salt and pepper to taste, two 
tablespoonfuls of flour. Cut the beef 
in small pieces, mix thoroughly with 
all the other ingredients, put in an 
earthen dish, cover so as to prevent the 
escape of steam, and set in @ very mod- 
erate oven for an hour. At the end of 
that time mix qa small pint of flour 
with two level tablespoonfuis of bak- 
ing powder, salt and a tablespoonful of

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Mrs. McAfee’s classes in basketry, at 
the home of Miss Sallie Eugenia 
Brown, are not only realising, through 
the proceeds for the lessons a good 
sum for the mountain girls being «du- 
cated at the Martha Berry school near 
Rome, but they are further raising the 
standard of basket-making as an art. 
The classes meet at the home of 
Miss Brown, and Mrs. McAfee comes 
from her home in West Point, Ga., to 
give the lessons, and now the classes 
include groups of representative wom- 
én who are lovers of art, and who: are 
anxious to learn someffilng about this 
particular work. Mrs. McAfee’s bas- 
kets, which have won for her a na- 
tional note, are made of the pine nee- 
dles of the Georgia pine, and her pur- 
pose is to- bring into the creation of 
artistic things all the native grasses. 
At the expositions of late years, and 
at all the handicraft exhibitions, the 
baskets made by Mrs. McAfee are 
prize-winners, and each year the new 
designs and new patterns establish 
Georgia pine needle baskets as the 
most valuable and admired in the 
market. 

As the baskets, those hand-made, 
become more ornate, more artistic, they 
become more useful, more in demand, 
and now, from the dainty, delicately 
constructed little one, placed on the 


el 


drawing room table to receive cards. 
to the big family clothes basket, the 
Pine needle effects are in demand. 

For the library table the hand-made 
baskets are especially desirable for 
holding papers, manuscripts and let- 
ters. They are similarly useful on the 
writing desk, while nothing is more 
interesting, more ornate than the col- 
lection of baskets which curio lovers 
like to possess. No handiwork is more 
illustrative of real native talent than 
is basket-making. 

The first pretty baskets were those 
which came to us from the North 
American Indians; then, those made 
by the people of Canada, Mexico and 
the border states, where Indian. art 
had found way. ‘ 

Then came the work in native 
grasses, and in Maine and all through 
the Adirondacks, the prettiest baskets 
are made by the people. Now there 
has come the basket which “my ladi”’ 
fashions in the drawin~ room. While 
she plies the needle made for pine 
wood, she is not only working out the 
artistic ideas in her own mind, but as 
she learns she is helping her mountain 
sister to learn, for the proceeds of 
all the basket classes at the home of 
Miss Brown go to the education of 
girls at Martha Berry’s school near 
Rome, Ga.

The shepherds are in Washington try? 
ing to tell their tariff revision to the 


“unshorn sheep. They are unhappy be- 


cause thus far they have been unable 
to get a hearing, and they fear Mr. 
Underwood will not change his orders 
to the doorkeeper of his committee 
room. The raw wool protectionists 
hitherto have looked on the progres- 
sive republicans of house end senate 
as the wolves against whom the fold 
must be guarded, and most of them 
still fear that the insurgents are bent 
on ravening. From what the down- 
ward revision republicans say them- 
selves, the shepherds are afraid of a 
shadow. 

It is possible Mr. Underwood will re- 
lent and that public hearings on the 
wool bill will be granted. The shep- 
herds will try to make the most of 
them. Possibly regard for Mr. Shack- 
leford, of Missouri, who is @ member 
of the ways and means committee, may 
induce the leader to grant the request 
for the hearings. It is said that in 
Mr. Shackleford’s district there are 
sheep in a thousand fields. 

To the wool protectionists the pros- 
pect Is black, seemingly without due 
reason. They believe that the ways 
and means committee is going to re- 
port a rate much lower than the one 
reported last summer. There is little 


Hkelihood that such thing will happen. 
“If thé majority in the house is sin- 


cere in its desire to put through a wool 


bill that will get senate sanction, it 


will not pass a bill carrying a rate 
lower than that which was used as the 
basis of the compromise at the extra 
session. Democrats today say that no 
great change will be made in the extra 


session bill as it applied to raw woo! 


In order to get senate sanction for 
a downward revision of the wool bil) 
it is the general belief that the hous:< 
will have to agree to accept a com- 


promise not one per cent lower than 


the 29 per cent which was the basis of 
the coming together of insurgents and 
Gemocrats at the last session. 

When one of the sheep men was 
asked if 29 per cent would be an in- 
jury to the industry, he said: 

“It probably can exist under 
rate, but it cannot thrive.” 

The house rate of 20 per cent at the 
extra session, he said, would result in 
ruin to the sheep industry, and that 
in a month the people of the sheep 
country would see the “flocks being 
driven to the market to be turned into

*mutton, which would be sold “so cheap 


that a pauper can buy.” 

The majority of the ways and means 
committee may not pay any public: at- 
tention to the tariff board's report on 
wool, but it has been the subject of 
students nevertheless. 

They hold that if the report. was 
translated into a rate it would be well 
above Senator La Follette’s 40 per cent 
ed valorem. However, the sheep men,

But since the hand of the Almighty, 
instead of bestowing Tallulah Falls 
upon these less-favored localities, has 
Placed them In a gorge of our own

Legend of Lover's Leap. 


“Her story was simply this: She was 
the most perfectly beautiful and 
lovely woman of her age; high in 
rank, the daughter of some prince, 
Many of her country’s noble warriors 
sought her hand and laid at her feet 
the trophies their valor had won on 
the sanguine field.

probation officer for the county. 

Mr. Weltner will tell “Why the Boy 
Has a Place in a Men's Movement,” 
and his address is expected to prove 
one of the most interesting of the 
series. 

Mr. Weltner is chairman of the bovs’ 
work committee of the movement, and 
that body has already been active in 
seeing to the enforcement of laws 
which affect the youth of the city. Mr. 
Weltner, in his address, will deal large- 
ly with needed legislation on child 
labor and methods of making more ef- 
fective the laws which are already on 
the stateute book. 

The speaker is well known as a deep 
student of problems affecting children. 
and it is due largely to his work that 
the Fulton county juvenile court was 
organized about a year ago. Since its 
organization the juvenile offenders of 
the state are sentenced by a judge of 
the superior court only in event their 
crimes are very serious. 

In no instances do children now go 
before the recorder with older prison- 
ers, as was formerly the custom. Re- 
cently, through the efforts of Mr. Welt- 
ner and others, a juvenile detention 
home was established on Central ave- 
nue. . All boys or girls under 16 years 
of age who are arrested by the police, 
either city or county, are now sent to 
this home tnstead of going behind the 
bars at police headquarters. 

Mr. Weltner’s address will the 
third in a series of seven mass eet- 
ings under the auspices of the Men 
and Religion Forward Movement.

ARMY REORGANIZATION 
EXPLAINED TO THE HOUSE 


Washington, February 3.—An expla- 
nation of the proposed reorganization 
planned for the army was made to the 
house today by Chairman Hay, of the 
committee on military affairs. A 
small attendance was present when 
the house took up the $88,000,000 army 
appropriation bill in which the reor- 
ganization plan is carried, and the real 
fight on the measure probably will 
open Tuesday, when debate is to be 
renewed. 

The plan contemplates the consoli- 
dation of the quarter masters, pay- 
masters and commissary departments 
into a single supply corps; the elimi--. 
nation of forty-two officers, now em- 
braced in the separate divisions: the 
consolidation of the offices of adjutant 
general, inspector general and chief 
of staff, under the bureau of the gen- 
eral stafé; the establishment of the 
}army service corps to add about 6,000 
civilian employees to the enlisted rolls 
of the army, and the lengthening of 
the three to five years. War depart-

Rome, February 3.—There is more 
Uneasiness in the vatican than the 
Outside worll knows, and it has -mani- 
fested itself in two significant ways, 
to which, I believe, no attention. has 
been called hitherto. 
In the first place, quiet preparations 
fre afoot to make thé holy see more 
secure by a strengtheping of its de- 
fenses. In the second place, inquiries 
are being made ag tO the future abid- 
ing place of the popes if they should 
have to fiy from “Rome as they did 
when the vatican was moved to Avi 
non. in the south of France, in 1509 
by Clement V. 

The rising tide of social democracy 
and anti-clericalism in Italy, and the 
danger of g-revohitionary outbreak 
here in case the war with Turkey 
should be so prolonged by the Arabs 
in the hinterland of Tripoli as to be- 
come unpopular in Italy, are the rea- 
sons for this remarkable state of af- 
@irs in the vatican Though remote, 
the danger is near enough to have 
Lrought forth a good many plans from 
the pope's principal advisers, and sev- 
eral offers from foreign lands, wishful 
of the honor of housing the successor 
of Peter, have‘actualiy been received, 

Homes Offered the Pope. 

Even as early as ten years ago, the 
prince of Monaco, who had not then 
GQuarreled with the vatican, offered the 
pope his principality, with his beauti- 
ful villa for a papal residence. Per- 
haps his holiness did not relish the 
unsavory neighborhood of Monte 
Carlo, and perhaps the prince knew 
well enough that his offer would not 
be accepted. Anyhow, it was merely 
filed for future reference in a port- 
folio. that.now bulks large with other 
offers.

The most interesting of these have 
come—so I have It .on good authority 
—from the Argentine Republic and 
from Brazil, from’ beth of which the 
Vatican has received offers not only 
of sanctuary, but of ¢éonsiderable 
tracts of territory in which the pontiff 
would have full temporal power, as 
the governor of an affiliated free 
State. Proposals for liberal grants of 
money accompanied these offers, espe- 
cially that from the rich Argentine, 
and as there is practically no disaf- 
fection there the suggestion has been 
considered more seriously than the 
public or the Italian government has 
dreamed of.

Thousands of pilgrims 
meet there every year from all parts 
of the Catholic world, and it ha sbeen 
at various times a resting place for 
emperors, kings and princes. Napoleon 
lil. was several iimes a guest of the

It is pretty certain that Einsielden 
has been: made a subject of careful in- 
yuiry by the vatican authorities as a 
piace of retreat in case of peril. 

But it must not be judged from all! 
this that the vatican considers itself 
im any immediate danger of necessity 
to quit Rome. On the contrary, it is 
almost secretly strengthening and in- 
créasing home defenses, under a new 
and significant policy. 

For a'great many years the pope has 
cenfined his Kingdom to the territory 
which extends on one side at the rear 
of.

Inspections Not “Side Lines.” 


In the past, fertilizer inspectors, 

practically without exception have con- 
sidered the job a “side line’ or a sort 
of “pick-up’’ which could be handled 
without interference with other busi- 
ness. ‘ 
No more of this in the future, says 
the committee. A man who inspects 
fertilizer or oils shall have no other 
business and shall devote his entire 
time while employed to these inspec- 
tions. 

In the past, the evidence before the 
committee showed, the commissioner 
did not know whether the men he ap- 
pointed were connected with the ferti- 
lizer business or not. Thus, he could 
not tell if his inspectors were always 
impartial in their actions. Under the 
new system, he must know this, as 
the inspector much take an oath to the 
effect that he is neither directly nor 
indirectly connected with the sale or 
the manufacture of fertilizers. 

Two Radical Changes. 

In the past every cent of money

Big Cut in Fees. 

To begin with, they have cut the in- 
spection fees more than half .in .two, 
making it practically impossi- 
ble. for an inspector to ‘“farm 
out” his work, and in the sec- 
ond place, it Is recommended that an 
inspector shall hire a deputy only when 
he is sick or away from his hame sta- 
tion. It woula also prescribe “that if 
an inspector remains away, from. his 
home station more than one month, he 
automatically fires. himself from his

the présent system, oil in- 


| spectors sometimes drew considerably 
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put into effect, they cannot draw more 
than $66.66. 

Now, the law requires shippers of 
oils to notify the department of agri- 
culture when a shipment of oil is made 
but provides no penalty for failing to 
do so. The committee’s recommenda- 
tions provide that not only the shipper, 
Lut the railroad hauling the oil must 
notify the department and would pro- 
vide a penalty of $100 for failure to do 
sO. 

Another Leak Stopped. 

Each year several thousands of fer- 
tilizer and cotton seed meal samples 
are shipped to the department of agri- 
culture for analysis by the state chem- 
ists. Only a comparatively small per 
cent of these are analyzed and the com- 
mittee failed to locate the disposition 
made of the samples which are not an- 
alyzed. It was shown that they would 
amount to quite a goodly supply of fer- 
tilizer in the course of a year. To ob- 
tain this the state not only pays the 
expenses and the salary of the iInspect- 
or, but pays the express on the sample 
itself. This being the case, the com- 
mittee figures that the state ought to 
get the fertilizer. . 

Under present conditions, the com- 
mittee doesn’t know what becomes of 
it, but in the future if the legislature 
is willing it will go to the state ex- 
periment farm at Athens. 

Saved to the State. 

Members of the committee believe 
that the state at large may be safely 
allowed to form their own conclusions 
as to whether or not its work has been 
worth while, on the showing that the 
new system if put into effect will 
save to the state between $46,000 and 
$50,000 per year. 

In the matter of oil inspections alone, 


the state will clear annually something 


like $20,000 which will go to the agri- 
cultural schools. Of the 118 fertiliz- 
er in&pectors hired last year the aver- 
age salary was not less than $100' 
which means for the 118 somethmeg 
like $120,000. Under the new system, |

Was It Worth It. 

So, everything taken into considera- | 
tion, the committee believes that the 
service which the department of agri- 
culture will render to the state, if its 
recommendations are followed, will not 
only be much greater in the future, 
Lut that this service will cost the state 
upwards of $50,000 per year less. 

This, in the opinion of the commit- 
tee, is the basis upon which the people 
of the state shotld make up their 
minds as to whether or not the investi- 
gation has been worth while.

In the main, however, every club 
has been a loser, and the league ex- 
isted merely because of the pubiic- 
spirited men who backed the various 
clubs from time to time. These men 
ave been patient, exceedingly 80, but 
Brore is a time when even patience 
aeaseth to be a virtue, and that period 
arrived during the latter part of the 
1910 season.

CREMATORY BIDS 


ON FEBRUARY 20 


Only High Temperature Plants 
lo Be Considered 


Specifications Will Require a 
Guarantee of No Smoke and 
No Odors—Steam Power 
May. Be Used for Water- 
works and Lights.

Bids for the new crematory will be 
opened on Tuesday, February 29. 

This was decided upon at a meeting 
of the special crematory committee of 
the board of health Saturday after- 
noon. 

It was agreed that the first thing to 
do was to ask for bids only on high 
temperature incinerators with a guar- 
antee that the plant will destroy 500 
tons of garbage in 24 hours, and will 
be absolutely smokeless and odorless. 
There will be separate specifications 
for an incinerator to merely destroy 
the refuse and one which will gener- 
ate enough steam power to do the 
pumping for the waterworks depart- 
ment and light to the city. 

Present at Meeting. 

There were present at the. meeting 
Lee Hagan, Dr. W. L. Gilbert and G. 
H. Brandon, of the committee; Mayor | 
Winn and W. H. Terrell, of the bond, 
commission; Sanitary Chief John 
Jentzen and W.E. Dowd, representing 
the Heenan Destructor, of New York, 
and J. H. Forsyth, of the Forsyth In- 
cinerator and Garbage Company of At- 
lanta. 

Mr. Terrell stated that he wanted to 
put the committee on notice that the 
citizens owning property in the neigh- 
borhood would not submit to any new 
crematory being erected on the site of 
the present one, and would make 4s 
strong a fight as money, lawyers and 
courts. would permit. 

Must Have Temporary Crematory. 

Mayor Winn replied that the city 
must use the present crematory until 
a new one was built and might have 
to enlarge the present one as a tem- 
porary makeshift with a view of erect- 
ing a large plant on the site which 
had been purchased on Intrenchment 
creek for $15,000. 

Mr. Dowd stated that his company, 
which had made an estimate on a 
$400,000 plant to take care of all the 
refuse and also pump the city’s water 
and furnish a lighting plant, would let 
the committee know by next Thurs- 
day if it was prepared to accept the 
$50,000 of bond money as a cash pay- 
ment and agree upon future payments 
under the moral obligation scheme. 

There are only four concerns in this 
country that build high temperature 
incinerators, and all of these will be 
asked to sumbit bids by February 20.

BURT TO REMAIN 
IN NAVAL SERVICE 


President Taft Cancels Order 
Dismissing the Georgian. 
Unjust, Says Taft.

Washington, February 3.—(Special.) 
President Taft has directed the sec- 
retary of the navy, in a letter dated 
January 2, to concel the signature he 
attached to an order dismissing from 
the service Lieutenant Charles P. Burt, 
of Georgia. 

In taking this action which will have 
the effect of restoring an Atlanta boy 
to the navy and securing for him a 
promotion to the rank of lieutenant 
commander, the president states that 
he realizes he is exercising a power 
whose legality may be questioned. 
Judge E. L. Russell, the judge advocate 
general, who passed on the Burt case, 
insists that the president cannot re- 
scind that action. 

The president states that he signed 
the order inadvertently, and since his 
action in cancelling the signature was 
in the interest of equity and justice, 
says, “I have taken it, leaving it to 
the courts, should the question ever be 
brought to them, to pass upon its le-

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Bankruptcy After a 1200 Per 
Cent Dividend. 


Bankruptcy on the part of a compa- 
ny which was so prosperous that at 
one time it paid a dividend of 1,200 
per cent, seems almost incredible. Yet 
this is just what happened in 1893 to 
the .-Blyton Land Company, 
owned much of the site of the present 
city of Birmingham. This fact illus- 
trates the growth of Dixie’s new in- 
dustrial giant. “Yet out of the booms 
and vicissitudes,” writes Graham R, 
Taylor in The Survey, “we have as out- 
comes the sheer facts of heaped-up 
land. values and swelling boundary 
lines and of doubling populations, all 
set. off against the background of a 
farming country, whose social institu- 
tions have been stretched to the snap- 
ping point by this sudden city pres- 
sure. Of the original tract bought in 
1871 the present company, successor 
to the Elyton Land Company, still has 
about one-fifth, four-fifths having been 
sold off; yet the value of this one-fifth 
is estimated today to be more than the 
price first put on the whole area and 
bought by the company at $25 an acre, 
sold ten years later for $1,000 an acre. 
&£n old sea-captain built a three-story 
bank on a corner lot for which he had 
paid $400. They called it “Linn’s Folly,” 
but today a sixteen-story office build- 
ing stands on thecorner. From a pop- 
ulation of 3,086 in 1880, the city grew 
to 37,415 in .v00. The 1910 census shows 
132,685 people. The annexation of ad- 
joining suburbs in January of that 
year accounts, in considerable part, for 
this last figure, but the population of 
the territory now included in the greater 
city has of itself doubled in the decade. 
This move consolidated into one mu- 
nicipal unit nearly a score of small 
towns whose previous lack of co-oper- 
ation had frustrated nearly every com- 
prehensive effort for civic advance.” 


Gold and Gilver in Sea Water. 


(Henry 8. Blackmore, in Cassier’s Magazine for 
January.) 

It has been ascertained and determined by the 
highest authorities that gold occurs and exists in 
sea water approximating one 
and eilver two grains to the ton in practically uni- 
form proportion and percentages by analyses of 
sea water obtained from all parts of the globe. 

The solvent action of the sea water for gold 
and siver seems to be limited to approximately 
one grain of the former to two of the latter per 
ton of water, and, when depleted of the metal by 
deposition or separation, it {is free to take up a 
similar amount of these metals from whatsoever 
source it was originally derived, so that the water 
would be continuously and constantly replenished 
or enriched if processes should be devised or put 
in use of the practical separation o fthem on any 
commercial basis. 

The gold and silver seem to be held in solution 
in the sea water by the fodates and fodides of the 
alkali and alkali-earth metals, sodium, potassium, 
magnesium and calcium, and particularly by the 
ic ates, which, when reduced by deoxidation to 
flodides, tend to precipitate the gold and silver 
present. 

This precipitation ix gradually going on in the 
creeks and inlets of salt or sea water, where such 
reducing agenta as accompany sewage are con- 
stantly commingling. and the mud which com- 
municates with such bodies is gradually becoming 
enriched with such precipitates, until a time may 
be reached when a practical or profitable cyaniding 
extraction of the gold may be accomplished.

In rch, 
1851, the Martposa - Battalion, com- 
mande@ by Major Savage, af which 
Dr. Bunnell was a member, penetrated 
the mountains in pursuit of Indians 
who haa been giving gréat trouble to

‘gold miners, prospectors and settlers. 


On the 2ist of March, they entered the 
vallev, being, so far as known, the 
first white men to obtain a near view 
of: its sublime cliffs and wonderful 
waterfalls, although a Captain Wal- 
ker, with several companions, had 
crossed the Sierras and iooked down 
into the valley shortly before. Dr. 
Bunnell quickly recognized in the giant 
cliff, now called El Capitan, the tower- 
ing rock that had attracted his aften- 
tion the year before, although he had 
then viewa it from a point fully for- 
ty miles away. .Four years later the 
first party of tourists visited the val- 
ley, arriving in June, 1855. A mem- 
ber of this party wrote a description 
of it for The. Mariposa Gazetie, which 
was widely copied in newspapers and 
magazines in this and other countries 
—being the first authentic description 
ever published,
